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INTRODUCTORY, 


This  presentation  of  the  coal  statistics  of  the  State  completes  the 
twenty-fifth  annual  report  For  a  quarter  of  a  century  this  department 
has  continuously  published  for  the  infonnation  of  the  people  aU  the 
salient  facts  connected  with  this  important  industry.  It  is  the  only 
industrial  interest  of  the  State  of  whidi  a  continuous  and  reliable  record 
has  been  kept.  A  similarly  complete  report  of  the  numerous  oAer 
productive  interests  of  the  State  ought  to  be  made,  but  the  funds 
tvailaUe  for  the  use  of  this  bureau  nuJce  sudi  an  undertaking  impos- 
sible. 

The  annual  production  of  coal  has  increased  irom  11,017,069  tons,  as 
given  in  the  first  report,  to  38,317,581  tons,  as  shown  by  this  one.  The 
number  of  men  given  employment  in  the  industry  has  increased  from 
20,290  to  62,283.  The  figures,  11,017,069  and  38,317,581,  represent 
not  alone  the  growth  of  coal  mining  as  a  business,  but  the  wonderful 
development  of  the  State  and  nation  during  that  period.  A  glance  at 
table  No.  27  will  show  that  frcxn  a  productive  stsuidpoint  the  greatest 
progress  has  been  made  since  the  year  1897.  From  that  time  to  the 
present  the  annual  production  has  increased  18,244,823  tons,  or  91  per 
cent  Impressive  as  these  figures  are,  they  furnish  no  idea  of  the 
many  social  and  economic  changes  that  have  taken  place.  Within  this 
period  of  ten  years,  corresponding  with  the  official  life  of  the  present 
administration  of  the  department,  a  uniform  work  day  of  eight  hour? 
has  been  generally  established,  thus  recognizing  a  principle  which,  for 
a  great  many  years,  the  labor  unions  of  the  country  have  contended. 
The  net  physical  and  moral  gain  to  the  miners  resulting  from  the  short- 
er woik  day  will  not  be  questioned,  while  experience  in  the  line  of  actual 
production  combats  the  conclusion  that  a  reasonable  curtailment  in 
the  working  time  of  employes  does  not  necessarily  reduce  the  v61- 
imie  of  production.  During  this  period  the  wages  of  coal  miners  have 
increased  in  many  places  over  100  per  cent  The  animosity,  growing 
out  of  the  old  metfiod  of  mine  owners  attempting  to  supply  all  the 
wants  of  their  employes,  has  disappeared  with  tiie  practical  obliteration 
of  the  so-called  truck  system.  The  general  adoption  in  Illinois  of  th*^ 
gross  weight  plan,  in  the  matter  of  paying  for  coal  mined,  and  the 
system  of  pa3dng  wages  semi-monthly,  has  removed  the  causes  for 
much  friction  and  discontent.  These  and  other  changes  in  the  interest 
of  mine  workers  have  been  accompanied  by  the  enactment,  from  time 
to  time,  of  laws  designed  to  still  further  protect  the  health,  life  and 
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limbs  of  coal  miners ;  and  in  addition  to  all  these  advantages  there  has 
been  developed,  through  the  more  perfect  organization  of  mine  owners 
and  mine  workers,  the  means  of  a  peaceable  adjustment  of  differences 
as  they  have  arisen,  and  in  consequence  a  broader  and  stronger  feeling 
of  brotherhood  and  recognition  of  the  essential  interdependence  of 
these  interests  everywhere  prevails. 

An  examination  of  table  29  emphasizes  the  seasonal  character  of  the 
coal  mining  business.  It  is  shown  that  69  per  cent  of  the  entire  product 
was  mined  during  the  six  months  from  October  to  March,  inclusive. 
Notwithstanding  a  suspension,  beginning  April  i,  which  continued 
practically  for  three  months,  the  output  exceeds  that  of  last  year  over 
one  million  tons.  Taking  the  month  of  March,  with  a  product  of 
5,378459  tons,  as  a  basis  for  computing  the  present  productive  capacity 
of  the  mines  of  this  State,  would  furnish  an  annual  total  of  nearlv 
sixty-four  and  a  half  million  tons.  A  decided  increase  in  the  volume  of 
coal  mined  by  machines  is  noted  in  table  No.  59.  From  that  it  appears 
that  9,563,230  tons,  or  substantially  one-fourth  of  the  total  tonnage, 
was  cut  by  machines.  This  showing  is  significant,  in  view  of  the  small 
and  supposedly  unfair  differential  between  machine  and  pick  mining 
in  Illinois,  a  difference  considerably  less  than  that  prevailing  in  other 
mining  states.  Table  65  shows  that  powder  was  used  in  producmg 
34,260,359  tons,  leaving  4,057,222  tons  as  the  product  of  exclusivelv 
pick  mines.  The  same  table  further  shows  that  1,027,373  kegs  of 
powder  were  used,  producing  an  average  of  33.25  tons  per  keg.  Where 
the  mining  is  done  exclusively  by  machines  the  product  per  keg  was 
loi  tons.  In  the  powder  using  mines,  where  machines  are  not 
employed,  the  product  was  twenty-seven  tons  to  the  keg.  These  figures 
cannot  be  construed  in  any  other  light  than  a  criticism,  either  of  the 
qualification  of  the  men  now  employed  in  the  mines,  or  as  a  rebuke  to 
their  work  methods.  It  requires  no  further  inquiry  to  condemn  any 
system  of  mining  necessitating  the  use  of  powder  where  the  actual 
results,  as  in  this  case,  yield  but  a  fraction  over  one  ton  to  every 
pound  of  powder  burned.  These  facts,  regrettable  as  they  are,  fully 
confirm  and  justify,  in  the  interest  of  life,  the  necessity  for  and  the 
wisdom  of  that  provision  of  a  recent  law  requiring  that  all  employes 
shall  be  out  of  the  mines  during  the  process  of  blasting.  In  the  face 
of  such  a  situation,  the  merest  consideration  for  human  welfare  de- 
mands that  an  unskilled  hand  should  not  be  permitted  to  touch  a  deadly 
explosive  where  the  life  of  an  innocent  person  may  be  involved.  In- 
stead of  removing  any  of  the  safeguards,  which  receiit  legislation  has 
placed  about  the  mine  workers,  it  will  in  the  future  be  necessary,  unless 
a  different  and  better  qualified  class  of  men  be  employed,  to  absolutely 
prohibit  them  from  handling  or  being  in  any  way  connected  with  dan- 
gerous explosives.  Under  the  present  practice  the  only  lives  endangered 
are  those  of  the  shot  firers.  While  the  law  leaves  much  to  their  discre- 
tion in  the  matter  of  shots  that  ought  not  to  be  fired,  they  are  in  many 
instances  forced  to  take  chances,  and  the  death  roll  among  that  class, 
since  the  new  regulations  became  effective,  indicate  with  what  fatal 
results.  The  provisions  of  the  law,  that  not  to  exceed  a  certain  amount 
of  powder  shall  be  used  in  any  one  blast,  have  been  persistently  disre- 
garded by  careless,  indifferent  and  incompetent  men.     As  the  person

now  designated  as  shot  firer  has  no  means  of  determining  the  quantity 
of  powder  in  a  blast,  particularly  where  fuse  is  used,  his  life  is  in  peril 
every  time  he  lights  a  shot.  The  only  effective  way  of  avoiding  such 
contingencies,  thereby  saving  the  lives  of  the  shot  firers,  is  to  absolutely 
divorce  the  present  class  of  miners  from  all  contact  with  powder,  or 
other  explosives.  This  plan  contemplates  the  employment  of  a  corps 
of  practical  men  in  each  mine  where  coal  is  blasted  off  the  solid,  men 
specially  trained  in  that  line  of  work,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
power  which  explosives  of  all  kinds  exert,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to 
drill,  prepare  and  explode  all  blasts.  This  system  would  leave  to  the 
so-called  miners  the  work  chiefly  of  loading  coal,  a  task  for  which  only 
most  of  them  are  adapted.  Nothing  short  of  a  plan  of  this  kind  will 
solve  the  problems  which  the  situation  presents.  It  is  a  useless  waste 
of  valuable  time  enacting  laws  requiring  that  only  so  much  powder 
shall  be  used,  that  drill  holes  shall  be  made  at  a  certain  angle  from  the 
free  face  of  the  coal,  etc.  These  are  terms  that  only  those  educated  in 
the  business  understand,  and  but  very  few  of  that  class  are  now  in  the 
mines.  Such  regulations  might  be  effective  if  made  for  the  guidance  of 
intelligent  men  specially  fitted  for  that  work,  but  not  otherwise.  Objec- 
tions to  the  plan  here  sugested,  which  is  in  fact  but  an  extension  and 
completion  of  the  present  system  of  shot  firing,  may  be  urged  on  the 
ground  of  expense,  and  that  whether  the  operator,  the  miner,  or  both 
contribute  to  meet  it.  A  sufficient  reply  to  such  an  argument  if  founded 
on  facts  would  be  that  the  saving  of  life  is  a  consideration  more  impor- 
tant than  the  saving  of  dollars.  The  work  of  drilling  holes  and  prepar- 
ing shots  would  add  considerably  to  the  present  duties  of  the  shot  firers 
and  consequently  require  the  employment  of  more  men,  probably  three 
times  the  number  now  employed  in  that  connection.  Would  this  neces- 
sarily mean  more  expense?  The  purpose  of  the  plan  is  not  alone  to 
save  life  through  the  more  careful  and  intelligent  preparation  of  shots, 
but  also  to  avoid  the  loss  consequent  upon  the  burning  of  so  much  un- 
necessary powder.  This  report  shows  that  1,027,373  kegs  of  powder, 
equal  to  thirteen  thousand  tons,  were  burned  in  the  mines  this  year,  be- 
ing an  increase  of  nearly  90,000  kegs  over  1905.  Powder  at  prevailing 
prices  sells  for  $1.75  per  keg  of  twenty-five  pounds.  According  to  this 
calculation  the  miners  paid  in  1906  for  powder  alone  nearly  one  million 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Much  of  this  property,  representing 
great  value,  was  practically  wasted  in  the  hands  of  incompetent  men.  It 
is  entirely  safe  to  state  that  fully  one-half  of  the  powder  used  was 
burned,  not  in  making,  but  in  destroying  coal.  If  the  use  of  powder  in 
the  hands  of  trained  men  could  perform  double  the  work,  as  we  think  it 
would,  then  under  the  present  practice  the  direct  money  loss  to  the 
miners  was  equal  to  $900,000 ;  saying  nothing  of  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  mining  plant,'  and  the  consuming  public,  accruing  f roin  the  produc- 
tion of  an  inferior  quality  of  coal.  Instead  of  an  additional  expense 
under  the  plan  proposed  the  saving  effected  would  prove  the  best  finan- 
cial investment  the  mining  industry  could  make. 

Table  No.  80  indicates  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  which  occurred 
from  all  causes  during  the  year :  the  total  number  this  year  being  155  as 
compared  )vith  199  last  year. 
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Immediately  following  the  enactment  of  the  shot  firers'  law,  particu- 
larly after  several  shot  firers  had  lost  their  lives,  the  matter  of  accidents 
in  our  mines  was  given  unusual  prominence  in  the  press,  the  effect  of 
which  tended  to  ccttivey  the  impression  that  fatal  accidents  were  increas- 
ing out  of  all  proportion  to  other  states. 

Taking  the  tons  produced  as  the  basis  on  which  to  compute  the  loss 
of  life,  an  examination  of  the  records  of  other  states  and  countries  re- 
veal the  following  facts :

In  this  list  of  14  coal  producing  States,  including  Great  Britain,  Illi- 
nois ranks  twelfth.  Considering  that  we  stand  next  to  Pennsylvania  as 
a  coal  producing  State,  the  showing  here  made  is  quite  creditable. 

Table  82  reports  accidents  by  causes;  those  occuring  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  powder  are  materially  less  than  for  several  preceding 
years.  The  loss  in  1905  from  the  enumerated  causes  was  greatly  in- 
creased on  account  of  the  Zeigler  explosion  in  which  47  lives  were 
sacrificed.  As  that  explosion  was  not,  in  the  opinion  of  experts,  due  in 
any  sense  to  powder  the  number  lost  at  that  time  should  be  excluded 
from  the  calculation.  Omitting  those  the  record  for  this  year  compared 
with  the  annual  average  for  the  six  year  period  reveals  a  very  gratify- 
ing reduction.  While  the  experience  of  this  the  first  year  under  the 
shot  firers'  law  sustains  the  contention  that  its  adoption  would  diminish 
the  number  of  fatalities  due  to  such  causes,  it  would  be  unfair  to  con- 
fine our  judgment  of  the  ultimate  eflfects  of  the  law's  operation  to  the 
results  shown  by  the  present  year  for  the  reason  that  many  of  those  ac- 
cepting the  position  of  shot  firer  had  no  previous  experience  in  such 
work,  besides  the  geater  number  of  lives  were  lost  and  the  most  prop- 
erty destroyed  in  consequence  of  firing  shots  drilled  in  the  solid  in  en- 
tries or  other  narrow  work.  This  practice  was  in  open  violation  of  the 
word  and  spirit  of  the  law,  which  prohibits  any  one  from  drilling  or 
shooting  what  is  known  as  a  dead  hole.  Had  this  provision  of  the  law 
been  observed  the  lives  of  many  of  the  shot  firers  who  were  killed  would 
have  been  spared.  Unfortunately  in  the  case  of  a  few,  their  deaths 
were  due  either  to  ignorance  of  their  duties  or  gross  and  inexcusable 
negligence.  There  is  every  reason  to  expect,  partly  from  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  work  and  the  exercse  of  greater  care,  that  the  num- 
ber of  accidents  from  these  causes  in  the  future,  will  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  Accidents,  particularly  in  an  occupation  as  hazardous  as 
that  of  coal  mining,  seems  to  sustain  a  certain  relation  to  the  volume  of 
the  product  and  the  number  of  men  employed.  Both  as  to  men  and  tons 
the  number  employed  and  the  output  this  year  exceed  that  of  any  sim- 
ilar period,  while,  compared  with  the  record  of  the  last  few  years,  there 
has  been  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  fatalities  resulting 
from  the  use  of  powder.

Coal  in  Illinois. 

This  is  the  twenty-fifth  annual  compilation  of  the  statistics  of  coal 
mining  in  Illinois.

State  Mine  Inspector, District. 
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The  number  of  mine  inspection  districts  of  the  State  was  increased 
by  an  Act  of  the  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  (1905)  from  seven  to 
ten;  this  law  went  into  effect  July  i,  1905.  This  change  in  the  number 
of  districts,  with  the  consequent  shifting  of  the  several  coal  producing 
counties  forming  the  newly  created  districts,  makes  the  usual  compari- 
sons of  output  and  other  matters  impossible.

A  comparison  of  some  of  the  leading  totals  of  former  years  shows 
the  following  differences :  Fifty- four  counties  are  reported  this  year  as 
producing  coal ;  this  is  two  less  than  last  year.  Twenty  years  ago,  1887, 
only  49  counties  were  reported  as  producing  coal :  in  1890  and  the  next 
year  57  counties  were  reported ;  this  is  the  largest  number  of  counties 
ever  reported ;  the  number  has  varied  from  this  last  number  down  to  50 
counties  in  1897  and  again  to  the  number  reported  last  year. 

The  number  of  mines  reported  this  year  is  1,018 ;  this  is  a  larger  num- 
ber than  reported  for  any  former  year,  the  main  increase  being  in  mines 
of  the  shipping  class,  which  now  numbers  419,  leaving  599  classed  a$ 
local  mines,  whose  output  was  only  3.i!2  per  cent  of  the  total  output  of 
the  State. 

The  output  for  this  year  is  1,134,207  tons  more  than  last  year;  the 
total  output  being  38,317,581  tons,  of  this  total  37,122,811  tons  or  96.88 
per  cent  was  the  output  of  the  shipping  mines. 

Thi€  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  record  of  the  tonnage  of  the  mines, 
reports  were  secured  of  the  tonnage  by  months  from  the  operators  of 
shipping  mines ;  from  these  returns  it  is  evident  that  the  total  tonnag:e 
of  the  State  was  materially  lessened  by  the  suspension  of  operations 
during  the  month  of  April  and  part  of  May,  pending  a  settlement  be- 
tween the  miners  and  operators  of  the  rate  for  mining  and  other  con- 
tingent rates  for  the  succeeding  two  years  to  take  effect  April  i  of  this 
vear. 

During  the  twelve  months  covered  by  this  report  it  is  found  that  for 
ten  months,  omitting  April  and  May,  the  output  of  the  shipping  mines 
was  36,071,410  tons  or  97.2  per  cent  of  the  total,  leaving  1,051,401  tons 
or  2.8  per  cent  as  the  output  for  April  and  May.  All  of  the  months 
show  an  increase  in  tonnage  over  the  preceding  month  up  to  April  i ; 
the  largest  increase  is  found  to  be  that  of  August  over  July,  which  was 
948,702  tons  or  50.2  per  cent.  The  largest  output  in  any  one  of 'thie 
months  during  the  year  was  in  March,  which  was  5,378,459  tons.    The^ 
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majority  of  the  shipping  mines  of  the  State,  if  not  the  entire  number, 
were  operated  at  their  maximum  capacity  during  the  month  of  March, 
contemplating  the  suspension  already  referred  to ;  such  being  the  case  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  ability  of  these  mines  for  the  year,  as  then  equipped, 
would  be  64,541,508  tons. 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  total  product  of  all  mines  for  the  year 
was  $39,895,832 ;  the  average  value  of  coal  per  ton  at  the  mines,  in  all 
parts  of  the  State,  was  $1,041,  being  the  same  as  for  1905.  The  value 
per  ton  at  the  shipping  mines  for  the  several  grades  of  coal  varies  some 
from  that  of  last  year ;  mine  run  sold  for  five  cents  less  this  year ;  limip 
for  two  cents  more ;  tgg  for  oile  cent  less ;  nut  for  thirteen  cents  more. 
The  tonnage  of  this  latter  grade  of  coal  this  year  is  only  5  per  cent  less 
than  that  of  last  year. 

The  number  of  persons  working  in  the  coal  industry  of  the  State  in- 
creased 5  per  cent,  while  the  tonnage  was  only  increased  3  per  cent. 
Machine  mining  this  year  shows  a  marked  increase  over  tibat  of  last 
year ;  the  number  of  mines  using  machines  is  seven  more  than  last  year, 
the  number  of  machines  used  increased  by  178,  or  22.7  per  cent,  while 
the  coal  cut  by  machines  increased  1,361,164  tons,  or  16.6  per  cent. 
This  year  compared  with  the  record  of  machines  mining  10  years  ago, 
1897,  it  is  found  that  the  number  of  mines  using  machines  increased  by 
42,  or  97.7  per  cent ;  the  increase  in  the  number  of  machines  used  was 
642,  or  200  per  cent.  The  output  of  machine  mines  for  1897  was 
3,946,257  tons,  for  this  year  it  was  9,563,230  tons,  an  increase  of 
5,616,973  tons,  or  142.6  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  powder  used  during  the  year  was  1,030,022  kegs,  this 
is  87,364  kegs  or  9.27  per  cent  more  than  used  last  year.  Ten  years 
ago,  1897,  there  were  261,392  kegs  of  powder  consumed;  the  output  of 
coal  for  the  same  year  being  15,660,698  tons;  compared  with  this  year 
the  increase  of  powder  was  768,630  kegs,  or  294  per  cent,  while  the  in- 
crease in  the  output  of  coal  is  22,656,883  tons,  or  144.7  P^r  cent ;  show- 
ing the  increase  of  the  ratio  of  powder  to  be  more  than  double  that  of 
tons  of  coal  produced. 

A  further  analysis  is  presented  of  the  use  of  powder  used  this  year  in 
reducing  the  coal  in  the  mines  of  the  State ;  this  is  set  out  in  Tables  68, 
69  and  70,  wherein  a  separation  of  the  manner  of  mining  coal  has  been 
made,  giving  separately  the  mines,  men,  tons  and  kegs  of  powder  used 
in  hand  and  machine  mines  separately  and  where  both  systems  of  min- 
ing is  employed. 

The  fatal  casualities  in  the  mines  this  year  was  155;  this  is  44  or 
22.11  per  cent  less  than  last  year,  and  less  tiian  for  any  year  since  1902. 
The  non-fatal  accidents  for  the  year  was  480 ;  this  comprises  men  who 
received  injuries  causing  the  loss  of  30  or  more  days ;  the  total  number 
injured  is  55  less  than  last  year  and  27  less  than  in  1904. 

Classification  of  Mines. 

In  presenting  the  classification  of  the  coal  mines  of  the  State,  giving 
the  number  of  mines,  men  and  tons,  the  distinction  is  made  between 
those  defined  as  shipping  or  commercial  mines  and  those  designated  as 
local  mines.  While  the  shipping  mines  represent  almost  the  entire  cap- 
ital, labor  and  output  of  this  great  industry,  the  local  mines  have  their 
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place  in  the  making  up  of  the  entire  record  and  in  supplying  fuel  for 
the  immediate  neighborhoods  in  which  they  are  located.  This  is  the 
fifth  year  that  the  distinction  named  has  been  carried  through  all  of  the 
computations  drawn  from  the  returns  made  by  the  operators  through 
the  inspectors. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  mines,  men  and  tons  for  the 
State  and  for  each  class  in  the  several. districts:

Referring  to  the  percentages  of  all  of  the  mines,  men  and  tons  of  the 
State,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fourth  district  contains  the  largest  number 
of  mines,  being  17.19  per  cent;  while  the  ninth  district  has  the  smallest 
number,  6.09  per  cent.  The  largest  number  of  men  employed  is  13.86 
per  cent  in  the  eighth  district,  the  smallest  number  or  5.82  per  cent  in 
the  third  district.  Much  the  largest  proportion  of  the  output  was  pro- 
duced by  the  eighth  district,  19.13  per  cent;  this  was  furnished  by  the 
three  coal  producing  counties  in  that  district.  Bond,  Madison  and  St. 
Clair ;  the  smallest  output,  4.88  per  cent,  appears  in  the  third  district. 

Observing  the  percentages  of  the  same  numbers  for  the  shipping  and 
local  mines,  it  is  found  for  the  State,  that  shipping  mines  represent 
41.16  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  employing  94.49  per  cent  of  the 
men,  and  produced  96.88  per  cent  of  the  total  tonnage. 

The  number*  of  mines  in  the  shipping  class  increased  5.54  per  cent 
over  last  year,  and  35.16  per  cent  over  the  number  reported  ten  year? 
ago.  Contrasting  the  foregoing,  the  local  mines,  representing  58.84  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number,  gave  employment  to  only  5.51  per  cent  of  the 
men,  and  producing  but  3.12  per  cent  of  the  coal  mined  in  the  State. 

Increase  or  Decrease. 

The  next  table  presents  the  total  number  of  mines,  men  and  tons  of 
the  State  for  the  years  1905  and  1906,  and  for  the  ten  districts,  showing 
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the  increase  or  decrease  in  each.  The  totals  for  1905  are  derived  from 
and  based  on  the  reports  from  the  counties  of  the  seven  districts  of  tfiat 
year,  and  now  comprising  the  ten  inspection  districts  of  the  State.

From  this  it  is  shown  that  the  number  of  mines  increased  in  the 
fourth,  sixth,  eighth  and  tenth  districts,  and  decreased  in  the  first,  sec 
ond,  third,  fifth  and  seventh;  the  ninth  district  had  the  same  number 
for  both  years ;  the  net  increase  being  28  mines.  The  main  increase  in 
the  number  of  men  employed  appears  in  the  seventh  and  tenth  districts, 
the  decrease  was  chiefly  in  the  fiirst  and  fifth  districts ;  however,  the  net 
increase  in  the  number  of  men  was  3,053.  The  total  net  increase  in  the 
output  was  1,134,207  tons;  this  was  principally  in  the  seventh,  eighth 
and  tenth  districts. 

Shipping  and  Local  Mines. 

The  following  table  presents  the  total  number  of  mines,  men  and  tons 
for  a  series  of  14  years ;  also  the  same  for  the  two  classes,  shipping  and 
local  mines.  During  these  years  the  number  of  all  mines  has  increased 
29.2  per  cent ;  the  number  of  men  employed  ^6  per  cent  and  the  output 
92.1  per  cent.  The  number  of  shipping  mines  has  increased  35.2  per 
cent ;  men  104.9  P^^  cent ;  and  the  output  92.8  per  cent.    Local  mines 
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have  increased  in  number  25.3  per  cent  and  the  output  J2,j  per  cent; 
while  the  number  of  men  employed  has  decreased  48.4  per  cent.

This  exhibit  reveals  the  respective  importance  of  the  six  different 
groupings  of  mines  as  to  their  production  of  the  coal  for  the  year.  The 
smaller  mines  are  largely  in  excess  as  to  numbers ;  it  is  shown  that  6i8 
of  this  class,  being  60.7  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  and  producing 
iess  than  10,000  tons  each,  had  a  total  output  of  1,076,305  tons,  or  2.81 
per  cent  of  the  total  output. 
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The  following  table  of  percentages  of  mines,  men  and  tons,  by  dis  - 
tncts,  presents  a  better  opportunity  for  comparison :

while  the  mines  whose  output  was  50,000  tons  and  over  represent  only 
22.89  P^i"  cent  of  the  mines  but  show  the  employment  of  79.97  per  cent 
of  the  men,  and  produced  83,89  per  cent  of  all  the  coal.

The  noticeable  feature  here  is  the  variable  increase  and  decrease  in 
the  number  of  mines  in  the  several  groups,  from  year  to  year,  there  be- 
ing no  uniformity  in  this  regard  in  either  of  the  groups  or  in  the  total 
number  for  the  State.  Compared  with  last  year,  the  number  of  mines, 
whose  output  was  less  than  50,000  tons,  increased  by  18,  while  there  was 
an  increase  of  10  in  the  number  of  mines  producing  more  than  that 
number  of  tons.

Here  is  shown  the  specific  tons  produced  by  the  different  classes  of 
mines  for  a  series  of  fifteen  years.  The  two  groups  producing  100,000 
tons  or  more  show  an  increase  during  these  years  of  a  tonnage  nearly 
equal  to  the  total  output  of  all  the  mines  of  the  State  for  the  year  1892, 
first  shown  in  the  table.  There  was  a  falling  off  from  last  year  in  flie 
tonnage  of  the  two  groups,  showing  an  output  of  100,000  tons  and 
over,  amounting  to  over  300,000  tons.  Counteracting  this  decrease  in 
the  larger  plants  of  the  State,  it  is  shown  that  the  mines  of  the  two 
groups  producing  10,000  tons  and  less  than  100,000  exhibit  an  increase 
of  about  one  and  a  half  million  tons.

This  list  of  collieries  number  47  for  the  year,  with  an  aggregate  out- 
put of  12,565,030  tons;  this  record  shows  a  decrease  from  that  of  last 
year  of  five  mines  and  1,616,762  tons. 

The  average  number  of  days  of  46  of  these  mines  (one  not  reporting) 
was  209,  which,  applied  to  the  output,  gives  an  average  daily  output  of 
1,282  tons  to  each  mine. 

Collieries  With  Large  Output. 

Notabiy  in  this  connection  is  the  achievement  of  several  of  these  large 
coHiery  plants  of  the  State  during  the  past  year ;  at  the  head  of  this  list 
appears  the  Superior  Coal  Comijany  with  two  mines,  Nos.  i  and  2; 
these  mines  are  located  at  Gillespie,  Macoupin  county ;  both  are  classed 
as  machine  mines,  and  were  c^erated:  No.  i,  223  days,  and  No.  2,  222 
days.  The  seam  of  coal  is  eight  feet  thick,  and  lies.  No.  i,  348  feet 
below  the  surface;  No.  2,  324  feet;  assuming  these  conditions  to  be 
equal  with  both  mines  worHng  222.5  days,  it  is  shown  that  the  com- 
bined output  of  both  mines  was  for  the  past  year  938,112  tons,  being  an 
average  of  4,216  tons  for  each  day,  or  2,154  tons  at  No.  i  mine  for  each 
of  the  323  days  and  2,062  tons  at  No.  2  mine  for  each  of  the  222  days. 
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The  Pittenger  &  Davis  mines,  Nos.  3  and  4,  located  at  Centralia, 
Marion  county,  also  report  an  ou^ut  of  over  400,000  tons,  and,  all  con- 
ditions considered,  reveals  a  record  for  a  daily  action  perhaps  equal  to 
that  of  the  mines  already  mentioned.  The  Pittenger  &  Davis  mines  are 
635  feet  below  the  surface,  to  a  seam  of  coal  six  feet  thick ;  the  produc- 
tion for  the  year  was  400,465  tons,  the  mines  being  in  operation  221 
days ;  this  gives  an  output  of  1,812  tons  for  each  day  the  mines  were  in 
operation. 

Another  large  colliery  plant  of  the  State,  diflfering  in  conditions  from 
either  of  the  oSier  plants,  especially  in  the  thickness  of  the  seam  and  the 
manner  of  mining  the  coal ;  this  is  the  No.  i  mine  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Coal  Company,  located  at  Spring  Valley,  Bureau  county.  This  mine  is 
360  feet  beneath  the  surface  to  a  coal  seam  of  3  feet  6  inches  in  thick- 
ness  and  is  a  long-wall  mine,  the  coal  being  mined  exclusively  by  hand. 
The  output  for  the  past  year  was  271,909  tons,  raised  in  200  days,  giv- 
ing an  average  daily  production  of  1,360  tons  of  coal.

Referring  to  the  class  of  mines  producing  50,000  tons  and  less  than 
100,000,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  has  increased  from  63  in  1896 
to  89  fliis  year,  or  41.27  per  cent,  while  the  output  has  increased 
1/366,324  tons  or  21.12  per  cent. 

The  mines  of  the  next  larger  class,  during  the  same  period,  have  in- 
creased 115.56  per  cent  and  the  tonnage  105.29  per  cent.  The  number 
of  mines  producing  more  than  200,000  tons  has  decreased  frottv  lajstN^^x 
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by  five,  and  1,616,762  tons  in  output ;  this  is  owing  to  the  suspension  of 
operation  in  April  and  May. 

Number  of  Mines.

Here  is  shown  that  151  new  mines  were  opened  in  the  State  during 
the  past  year;  the  counties  of  the  fourth  district  furnished  62  or  over  41 
per  cent  of  these  new  openings ;  however,  29  were  abandoned,  leaving 
a  net  gain  of  33  for  that  district.  The  total  number  abandoned  during 
the  year  was  123,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  28  mines.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  coal  industry  of  the  State  has  stood 
lor  the  expense  of  opening  2,062  coal  mines  during  the  past  17  years, 
or  an  average  of  121  for  each  year ;  during  the  same  years,  1,898  mines 
have  been  closed  or  abandoned,  showing  an  average  of  112  for  each 
year.  With  all  of  this  opening  and  closing  of  mines  it  is  found  that  the 
net  gain  in  these  years  has  only  been  164  mines,  being  less  than  10  for 
each  year.  The  largest  number  opened  in  any  one  year  was  in  1890, 
last  year  supplied  168,  the  next  largest  number ;  the  largest  number 
closed  during  any  one  year  was  143  in  1901,  though  in  1892  the  number 
closed  was  138,  giving  a  net  loss  of  79  mines  for  that  year. 

Shipping  Mines. 

The  shipping  mines  of  the  State  have,  for  a  number  of  years,  been 
classed  in  these  reports,  separately  and  distinctly  in  all  respects  from 
mines  supplying  the  local  trade  only.

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This  reveals  that  the  number  of  corporations  operating  coal  mines, 
has  increased  from  228  in  1904  to  248  this  year,  or  8.77  per  cent.  The 
totar  output  of  these  mines  for  the  year  was  37,122,811  tons  or  96.8c, 
per  cent  of  the  tonnage  of  all  the  mines  in  the  State.  The  reported  dis- 
position of  this  total  product  is,  that  33,096,110  tons  or  89.15  per  cent, 
was  loaded  onto  cars  at  the  mines  and  shipped  to  the  several  markets  of 
this  and  other  States;  1,035,344  tons  or  2.79  per  cent  was  supplied  to 
locomotives  at  the  mines,  1,393,751  tons  or  3.76  per  cent  was  sold  tr 
the  local  trade,  and  1,597,606  tons  or  4.30  per  cent  was  consumed  or 
wasted  at  the  mines.

The  output  of  the  local  mines  is  shown  in  the  aggregate,  the  pro- 
duction being  mainly  in  mine  run  and  lump  coal. 

The  division  of  the  product  of  the  shipping  mines  into  the  different 
grades  shows  lump  coal  to  be  largely  in  excess  of  either  of  the  other 
grades ;  the  same  record  has  been  uniform  for  all  past  years.  In  two  of 
the  districts,  the  fifth  and  tenth,  the  mine  run  grade  exceeds  that  of  the 
lump ;  in  the  fifth  district  the  grade  of  mine  run  coal  is  71.24  per  cent  of 
the  total  tonnage.  This  large  percentage  of  mine  run  coal  ifor  that  dis- 
trict is  accounted  for  by  the  returns  made  by  the  operators  of  the  ship- 
ping mines  in  Vermilion  county;  several  of  the  mines  in  this  county 
having  the  largest  output  report  the  entire  product  as  mine  run  coal : 
for  the  shipping  mines  of  the  county;  yy  per  cent  of  the  total  output 
was  returned  as  mine  run  coal.

This  reveals  the  advancement  of  the  coal  industry  of  the  State  for 
the  first  quarter  of  a  century  of  its  complete  history. 

The  total  tonnage  has  been  divided  and  is  shown  in  lump  coal  and 
other  grades.  For  the  years  previous  to  1890,  only  the  tons  of  lump 
coal  were  reported,  for  each  of  these  years  the  total  tons  have  been  ob- 
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tained  by  adding  the  percentages  of  other  grades  shown  for  1890,  cx»n- 
sequently  the  percentages  for  the  years  1882-1889  mduaive,  are  not 
supplied  in  this  table. 

The  total  tons  of  die  mines  thus  found  for  1882  has  increased  from 
11,017,069  to  38,317,581  or  247.80  per  cent;  the  lump  tons  from 
9,115^653  to  i6378,cJB»  or  85.16  per  cent;  oilier  grades  from  1,901,506 
to  21,4^^3  or  102.75  P^^  cc°^  Th^  percentage  of  lump  coal  shown 
for  this  year  is  less  than  for  any  former  year,  in  consequence  there  is  a 
corre^Kmding  increase  in  other  grades.

This  is  the  second  presentation  of  the  output  of  the  coal  mines  of  the 
State  during  each  calendar  month  of  the  fiscal  year ;  the  first  was  for 
the  year  1^7 ;  last  year  the  output  was  shown  by  six  months  periods. 
The  securing  of  these  statistics  and  the  compilation  made  in  this  form 
was  two-fold  in  purpose ;  6rst  to  show  the  relative  activity  of  the  coal 
industry  of  the  State  during  each  month  of  the  year ;  and,  second,  to 
disclose  the  possible  capacity  of  thes^  mines  in  producing  coal.  ITiat 
such  test  was  likely  to  occur  during  the  year  was  anticipated  from  the 
fact  that  the  two  year's  agreement  between  the  miners  and  operators 
would  expire  April  19,  1906,  and  the  forecast  of  both  organizations  was 
that  perchance  before  a  new  agreement  was  reached  an  indefinite  sus- 
pension of  work  Wcis  likely  to  occur  at  a  large  majority  of  the  mines. 
The  suspension  of  the  operators  at  practically  all  of  the  mines,  took 
place  April  first  and  continued  during  that  month  and  the  month  of 
May.  An  agreement  between  the  miners  and  operators  was  consum- 
mated June  I,  1906,  for  two  years  ending  March  31,  1908. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  returns  here  compiled  were  furnished  bv 
the  individual  operator  of  each  mine;  these  returns  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Bureau  but  are  not  published  for  want  of  space.  Referring 
only  to  the  counties  in  which  the  mines  of  the  largest  output  are  located, 
it  will  be  seen  that,  almost  without  exception,  the  increase  in  tonnage 
began  in  the  month  of  August,  which  tonnage  in  several  counties  was 
more  than  doubled  in  the  succeeding  month  of  March. 

The  totals  by  districts  shown  in  the  foregoii^  table  have  been  re- 
duced to  percentages  which  are  presented  in  the  following  table :

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Here  is  shown  in  better  form,  for  ready  reference,  the  relative  activity 
in  the  mining  operations  of  the  State  for  each  month  during  the  past 
year.  These  percentages  reveal  the  beginning  of  the  increased  produc- 
tion and  its  gradual  advancement  in  each  district  from  July,  1905,  to 
April  I,  1906.  For  the  State  the  increase  in  production  was  from  5.10 
per  cent  in  July  to  14.50  per  cent  in  March. 

During  the  discontinuance  of  operations,  pending  the  scale  settle- 
ment, the  production  was  practically  suspended ;  the  output  for  April 
being  only  1.06  per  cent  and  May  1.78  per  cent.  The  normal  produc- 
tion or  what  may  be  considered  such  as  shown  for  the  month  of  August 
was  only  reached  in  June  in  the  fields  embraced  in  the  fifth,  eighth, 
ninth  and  tenth  districts.

These  percentages  are  grouped  mainly  to  show  the  volume  of  produc- 
tion  of  the  shipping  mines  during  the  eight  months,  August  to  March 
inclusive,  previous  to  April  i,  1906;  also  the  inactivity  of  the  same 
mines  during  the  months  of  April  and  May.  All  of  the  districts  show 
an  increase  of  output  during  the  four  months  of  December-March,  over 
the  four  preceding  months.  Combining  the  percentages  for  the  eight 
months,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  output  for  the  year  in  each  district 
is  represented  in  these  months  as  being  from  81.21  per  cent  in  the 
eighth  district  to  88.66  per  cent  in  the  sixth  district,  while  for  the  State 
85.17  per  cent  of  the  total  output  was  mined  during  the  same  period. 
The  general  suspension  prevailing  of  the  mining  industry  throughout 
the  State  during  the  months  of  April  and  May  is  reflected  by  the  2.84 
per  cent  of  the  total  output  produced  during  these  two  months.

In  addition  to  the  record  of  hauling  by  districts  the  table  shows,  for 
the  State,  that  of  the  six  previous  years,  the  most  noticeable  feature 
presented  is  the  increase  in  electrical  haulage ;  the  tons  moved  by  this 
power  the  past  year  was  6,102494  or  97.14  per  cent  more  than  last 
year;  the  number  of  mines  using  this  power  increased  from  19  last 
year  to  34  this  year,  or  79  per  cent.  The  use  of  mules  for  hauling  cars 
in  the  mines  has  not  diminished ;  they  were  employed  in  77.33  per  cent 
of  the  shipping  mines  and  hauled  65.65  per  cent  of  the  coal. 
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The  percentages  of  mines,  and  tons  of  the  different  systems  of  haul- 
age in  shipping  mines  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

Each  of  these  counties  represent 'a  production  of  500,000  tons  or 
more  during  the  ten  years  shown.  This  year  20  counties  are  found  in 
this  class ;  St.  Clair  takes  first  place  and  puts  Sangamon  second,  the 
latter  county  has  held  first  place  for  the  previous  six  years.  In  Table

Considered  by  districts,  the  percentages  of  tons  shipped  from  each 
varies  but  slightly;  the  eighth  district  shows  the  highest  per  cent,  93.38; 
and  the  first  the  lowest,  83.16;  for  the  State,  89.15  per  cent  of  the  total 
tonnage  was  shipped. 

Dividing  the  coal  fields  of  the  State,  as  represented  by  districts,  into 
three  groups,  the  following  is  presented :  Considering  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  districts  as  the  northern  field;  the  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  as  the  central  field,  and  the  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  as  the 
southern  field.  With  this  division,  it  is  found  that  the  northern  field 
produced  8449,678  tons,  or  22.77  P^^  cent  of  the  total  output  of  ship- 
ping mines ;  the  central  field  produced  12,042,061  tons  or  32.43  per  cent ; 
and  the  southern  field  produced  16,631,072  tons  or  44.80  per  cent.  The 
northern  field,  from  its  production  of  the  shipping  mines,  sent  7,397,649 
tons  or  87.55  per  cent  to  the  market ;  the  central  field  10,688,672  tons 
or  88.76  per  cent,  and  the  southern  field  15,009,789  tons  or  90.25  per 
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cent.  The  total  output  and  disposal  of  the  product  of  the  shipping 
mines  is  shown  by  percentages  for  the  past  seven  years ;  also  the  same 
for  local  mines.

Distribution  of  Coal  to  Railroads. 

For  the  past  nine  years  these  reports  have  shown  the  commercial  ton- 
nage of  the  coal  producing  counties  of  the  State,  and  the  railroads  re- 
ceiving the  same  for  transportation  from  the  mines.  TVv^  tecot^i  \s\?r.x^ 
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presented  for  this  year.  Here  is  a  list  of  43  railroads  that  have  trans- 
ported the  33,096,110  tons  of  coal,  the  production  of  45  counties.  The 
Illinois  Central  has  been  at  the  head  of  this  list  every  year ;  this  year 
shows  that  112  mines  located  in  21  counties,  traversed  by  this  road, 
delivered  to  it  7,238,773  tons  for  transportation.  The  Wabash  road 
respecting  tons  hauled,  stood  fifth  in  the  class  last  year,  this  year  it  is 
second,  hauling  three  and  a  quarter  million  tons;  this  quantity  was 
drawn  from  nine  counties.

The  showing  is  for  all  mines,  also  shipping  and  local  mines,  sep- 
arately. Considering  the  shipping  mines,  where  94.5  per  cent  of  the 
men  are  employed,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  days  of  activity  ranged  from 
175.24  in  the  seventh  district  to  205.38  in  the  first ;  bringing  the  aver- 
age oi  these  mines  to  189.6  days  for  the  State.  The  average  for  the 
State  last  year  was  198.5  days ;  this  shows  a  decline  of  only  nine  days. 
In  view  of  the  almost  complete  suspension  of  operations  during  the 
months  of  April  and  Mav,  this  inconsiderable  decline  can  be  accountec 
for  by  the  unquestionable  increased  activity  prevailing  at  all  of  the 
mines  during  the  five  or  -six  months  just  previous  to  the  first  of  April. 
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The  following  table  presents  the  record,  as  to  days  of  operation,  of 
the  three  different  classifications  of  the  mines  for  the  past  14  years :

Observing  only  the  shipping  mines,  it  will  be  seen  that  for  five  years 
from  1893  to  1899,  the  industry  declined  in  activity  from  an  average  of 
229.6  days  to  174.7  for  1898.  The  six  years  following,  the  increase  in 
days  of  operation  was  from  12  to  2y  per  cent,  when  in  1905  a  marked 
decline  is  shown,  followed  by  the  further  reduction  for  this  year. 
Reference  to  the  days  of  efficiency  of  each  of  the  individual  mines  ma 
be  found  in  the  county  and  district  tables  in  the  reports  of  the  several 
inspectors. 

Average  Value  of  Coal. 

The  average  value  of  the  different  grades  of  coal  per  ton  at  the  mines 
is  found  by  dividing  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  sales  of  each  grade 
by  the  tons  sold.  This  average,  reported  by  the  operators,  is  applied  to 
the  total  tons  sold,  and  by  proper  and  continuous  application  the  aver- 
ages of  each  grade  are  found  for  the  codnties,  the  districts  and  finally 
for  the  State.  By  reference  to  the  county  tables,  in  the  reports  of  the 
inspectors,  may  be  found  the  average  values  at  each  mine.

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For  the  two  years,  1900  and  1901,  there  was  no  division  or  separation 
made  of  the  tonnage  of  shipping  and  local  ipines,  therefore  the  values 
given  for  those  two  years  are  for  the  tonnage  of  all  mines.  Directing 
attention  to  the  values  for  the  past  five  years  for  shipping  mines,  it  is 
found  that  for  mine  run  coal  the  highest  average,  $1,032,  was  reached 
in  1905,  the  lowest,  90  cents,  being  for  the  year  1902 ;  for  lump  coal  the 
highest  value,  $1,388,  is  shown  for  1904,  the  lowest,  $1,173,  for  1902; 
this  grade  of  coal  for  the  past  year  shows  a  larger  tonnage  than  for 
several  years.  The  grade  known  as  egg  coal  has  increased  in  tonnage 
from  495,637  in  1900  to  1,850,327  this  year,  or  273.32  per  cent.  The 
value  per  ton  the  past  year  was  $1,278,  being  only  1.4  cents  less  than 
lump  coal.

The  whole  number  is  shown  to  be  62,283 ;  this  is  an  increase  of  5  per 
cent  over  last  year.    Of  the  total  number  employed,  94.5  per  cent  work

To  illustrate  the  rapid  growth  in  the  ^employment  of  laborers  in  the 
coal  mines  of  the  State,  it  is  here  shown  that  the  number  of  miners 
proper  has  increased  during  these  years  16,471  or  62.27  per  cent ;  the 
number  of  other  employes  under  ground  from  5455  in  1899  ^^  11,605 
this  year,  an  increase  of  6,150  or  112.75  per  cent.  In  contradistinction 
the  number  of  boys  employed,  as  reported  this  year,  is  less  than  tor 
either  of  the  two  previous  years ;  the  increase  in  the  emplojmient  of 
boys  during  the  eight  years  has  been  only  15.75  per  cent.

The  total  output  of  coal  mined  by  hand  in  both  the  shipping  and 
local  mines  was  28,754,351  tons;  of  this  quantity  2y, $66,4^  tons  or 
95.87  per  cent  is  tlie  product  of  the  shipping  mines,  and  was  paid  for 
at  the  level  rate  for  the  State  of  57.02  cents  per  ton ;  this  rate  is  derived 
from  rates  ranging  fror  45.83  cents  in  the  tenth  district  to  7843  in  the 
first.  Referring  to  the  Bureau's  report  for  the  year  1898,  it  is  found 
that  the  rate  for  hand  mining  for  Ae  State  was  44.09  cents  per  ton; 
that  year  this  rate  was  based  on  78.27  per  cent  of  the  total  output  of 
the  State.  The  diflFerence  between  the  price  paid  in  1898  and  for  the 
past  year  is  12.93  cents.  Machine  mining  this  year  shows  44.22  cents  as 
the  rate  for  the  State*  with  the  largest  tonnage  cut  ever  reported  for 
any  year;  the  price  for  the  State  in  1898  was  31.37  cents,  with  about 
one-third  of  the  tons  of  the  past  year.  The  cutting  of  coal  by  machines 
the  past  year  prevailed  largely  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  dis- 
tricts, 82,23  per  cent  of  the  total  tons  cut  was  reported  from  these 
districts.

Here  is  shown  that  in  the  381  shipping  mines  (Table  66)  where 
powder  was  used,  comparatively  a  very  large  number  employ  hand 
mining,  and  use  a  much  larger  quantity  of  powder,  but  did  not  pro- 
duce proportionately  a  similar  output  of  coal.  The  miners  at  the  same 
mines  consume  more  kegs  of  powder  per  man,  but  did  not  obtain  an 
equal  quantity  of  coal.

This  gives  a  classification  of  the  means  used  in  producing  the  output 
of  coal  in  409  of  the  shipping  mines,  and  is  substantially  the  total 
product  of  all  of  this  class  of  mines.  It  is  found  that  53.10  per  cent  is 
blasted  from  the  solid;  32.78  per  cent  being  undercut  before  blasting, 
and  14.12  per  cent  is  produced  by  both  the  former  methods.

The  counties  of  Kankakee  and  Will  show  an  Increase  of  40,927  tons  over 
1906,  while  Grundy  and  LaSalle  counties  show  a  decrease  of  257,010  tons, 
leaYlng  a  net  loss  for  the  district  compared  with  1905  of  216,083  tons.  The 
cause  of  the  decrease  in  tonnage  is  due  to  the  strike  for  the  months  April 
and  May. 

The  new  apportionment  of  the  counties  making  ten  inspection  districts 
instead  of  seven,  which  change  went  into  effect  July  1,  1905,  transferred 
Livingston  county  from  the  old  first  district  to  the  new  third.

In  LaSalle  county,  L.  D.  Brewer;  Howell  &  Baker;  Ringer  &  Hostetter,  and 
Daniel  Vazine  have  abandoned  their  mines  west  of  Ottawa. 

L  D.  Morse  has  abandoned  his  mine  at  Lowell. 

Lockwood  &  Dietman  have  abandoned  their  mine  north  of  Wilsman. 

Oscar  Kimes  has  abandoned  his  mine  southwest  of  Streator. 

Change  of  Ownership. 

Joseph   Starkey  has  puroh^s^'^   the   miiie  formerly  operated  by  William 
Voight,  north  of  Wilsman,  LaSalle  county. 
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Pbospeotivb  Mines. 

.  The  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Co.,  LaSalle,  LaSalle  county,  is  sinking 
a  new  shaft  at  Cedar  Point,  about  five  and  one-half  miles  from  LaSalle;  it 
will  be  known  as  No.  5  mine.  The  tower,  engine  house  and  boiler  room 
will  be  of  steel,  and  all  other  buildings  will  be  built  of  brick. 

The  hoisting  shaft  is  now  down  136  feet;  it  is  expected  to  reach  c6al  at  a 
depth  of  525  feet;  this  will  be  No.  2  seam  of  the  geological  section.  Both 
shafts  are  being  sunk  at  the  same  time;  the  hoisting  shaft  is  16  by  12  feet 
and  three  inches;  the  cages  will  be  15  feet  long.  The  intention  is  to  hoist 
two  cars  on  one  deck,  end  on.  The  shaft  when  opened  will  have  a  capacity 
for  hoisting  2,000  tons  in  eight  hours.  This  mine  is  located  on  a  new  railroad 
now  being  built  by  the  Chicago,  Biilwaukee  St  St  Paul  lUdlway  Company, 
from  Oglesby  to  Granville;  when  completed  this  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
coal  shafts  in  Illinois. 

Oscar  Kimes  is  sinking  a  shaft  two  and  one-half  miles  northeast  of  Streator, 
LaSalle  county. 

FiKES  AT  Mines. 

ESarly  in  the  morning  of  February  17,  1905,  fire  broke  out  in  the  top  works 
of  the  No.  6  mine  of  the  Wilmington  Coal  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Go. 
at  Torino,  Will  county.  The  tower,  shaker  screen,  railroad  scales  and  fan 
house  at  the  escapement  shaft  were  destroyed;  the  fire  also  extended  down 
both  shafts  burning  out  the  curbing  from  top  to  bottom;  the  timbers  on  each 
side  of  the  bottom,  for  sixty  feet,  were  also  burned  out;  six  mules  were  suffio- 
cated  by  the  smoke.    The  estimated  loss  was  $30,000.00. 

June  25,  1906,  the  tipple  of  the  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Co.,  LaSalle 
county,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  tipple  was  located  on  the  C,  B.  ft  Q. 
railroad,  about  750  feet  from  the  hoisting  shaft  The  pit  cars  nm  down  an 
Incline,  by  the  endless  chain  ssnstem,  where  the  coal  Is  dumped  into  the  rail- 
road cars.    The  loss  is  estimated  at  $4,000.00. 

Fatal  Aocidents. 

July  5,  1905,  John  Madison,  night  watchman,  aged  60  years,  married,  em- 
ployed at  the  LaSalle  shaft  of  the  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Co.,  was  in- 
stantly killed  at  the  coal  chutes  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad,  about  300 
feet  from  the  shaft  It  was  the  duty  of  the  deceased  to  coal  the  engines 
during  the  night,  but  it  could  not  be  ascertained  how  the  accident  ooccmred. 
It  is  supposed,  however,  that,  while  waiting  for  an  engine  to  coal  he  fell 
asleep,  leaning  over  the  railing  at  the  top  of  chutes,  and  fell  to  the  railroad 
track  below,  a  distance  of  SO  feet;  his  body  was  found  sometime  afterwards, 
his  head  having  been  severed  from  the  body.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two 
children. 

July  17,  1905.  Desire  Herrotin,  driver,  aged  24  years,  single,  was  seriously 
injured  in  the  No.  1  mine  of  the  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Co.,  LaSalle 
county.  Deceased  was  coming  out  with  loaded  trip,  and  was  sitting  on  the 
front  end  of  the  car:  his  head  was  caught  between  the  roof  and  the  loaded 
car,  fracturing  his  skull.  He  was  removed  to  the  hospital  where  he  died 
the  following  day. 

August  14,  1905.  John  Underko.  driver,  aged  30  years,  married,  was 
severely  injured  by  being  crushed  between  two  pit  cars,  in  the  No.  1  mine 
of  the  Chicago,  Wilmington  6  Vermilion  Coal  Co.,  Streator,  LaSalle  county. 
He  was  removed  to  the  hospital  where  he  died  the  third  day  after  the  aed- 
dent.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

September  1,  1906.  George  Plasko,  miner,  aged  39  years,  married,  was 
seriously  Injured  by  falling  rock  in  the  No.  2  mine  of  the  C.  W.  ft  V.  Cos! 
Co.,  Streator,  LaSalle  county.  Deceased  was  removed  to  the  hospital  where 
he  died  October  14.    He  leaves  a  widow. 

September  9,  1905.  Charles  Bendeno,  miner,  aged  28  years,  married,  "wis 
instantly  killed  by  fallinR  rock  at  the  face  of  his  working  place  in  the  Na 
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3  mine  of  the  Big  Four  Wilmington  Coal  Co.,  Eileen,  Grundy  county.     He 
leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

September  28,  1905.  William  Brewis,  miner,  aged  57  years,  married,  was 
seriously  injured  by  foiling  coal  at  the  face  of  his  working  place  in  the  No. 
2  mine  of  the  C.  W.  St  V.  Coal  Co.,  Streator,  LaSalle  county.  The  deceased 
was  sitting  down,  mining,  when  a  piece  of  coal  fell,  striking  and  knocking 
his  head  against  the  building,  fracturing  his  skull.  He  died  about  an  hour 
after  the  accident  occurred.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  eight  children,  three 
dependent. 

September  29,  1905.  Joseph  Lessay,  Jr.,  miner,  aged  17  years,  single,  was 
instantly  killed  by  falling  rock  at  his  road  head  ,in  the  No.  6  mine  of  the 
Wilmington  Coal  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company  at  Torino,  Will  county. 

October  17,  1905.  Matthew  Murray,  top  foreman,  aged  48  years,  married, 
was  seriously  injured  about  the  body;  he  was  caught  between  two  railroad 
cars  at  the  Rockwell  mine  of  the  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Co.,  LaSalle, 
LaSalle  county.  Deceased  was  removed  to  the  hospital  in  LaSalle,  where  he 
dier  three  hours  after  the  accident.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

December  30,  1905.  John  Pulternawitch,  miner,  aged  45  years,  married, 
was  seriously  injured  by  falling  coal  in  the  Rockwell  mine  of  the  LaSalle 
County  Carbon  Coal  Company,  LaSalle,  LaSalle  county.  Deceased  was  pre- 
paring to  set.  some  sprags  in  the  coal  when  it  fell  on  him  breaking  his  back. 
He  was  removed  to  the  hospital  in  LaSalle,  where  he  died  January  11,  1906. 
Deceased  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

January  13,  1906.  John  Gruber,  miner,  aged  63  years,  married,  was  killed 
instantly  by  falling  rock  in  the  Union  mine  of  the  LaSalle  County  Carbon 
Coal  Co.,  Peru,  LaSalle  county.  Deceased  was  sitting  down  mining  when  a 
mass  of  rock  fell  on  him,  with  the  result  as  stated.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
seven  children. 

January  26,  1906.  Ludwig  Kelner,  miner,  aged  46  years,  married,  was  in- 
stantly killed  in  the  Acme  shaft  of  the  Acme  Coal  Company,  Streator,  LaSalle 
county.  The  engineer  was  letting  the  men  down  in  the  morning,  deceased 
and  seven  other  men  were  on  the  cage;  the  engineer  lost  control  of  his 
engine,  letting  the  men  down  very  fast,  when  the  cage  struck  the  bottom 
he  reversed  the  engine,  the  cage  was  raised  about  six  feet;  the  head  of  the 
deceased  struck  against  the  door,  breaking  his  neck.  None  of  the  other 
men  were  injured.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

February  12,  1906.  John  Prouchio,  miner,  aged  43  years,  married,  was 
Instantly  killed  by  falling  rock  on  his  road  head  in  the  No.  5  mine  of  the 
Big  Pour  Coal  Company,  Carbon  Hill,  Grundy  county.  Deceased  was  load- 
ing a  car,  when  the  rock  fell  without  warning,  with  the  result  as  stated.  He 
leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

February  26,  1906.  Louis  Pelletto,  roadman,  aged  24  years,  single,  was 
killed  instantly  by  falling  rock  in  the  Deer  Park  mine  of  the  Illinois  Zinc 
Company,  LaSalle  county.  Deceased  and  his  partner,  Charles  Blow,  were 
brushing  a  cross-road;  the  night  boss  told  them  to  take  down  the  loose  rock 
on  the  switch  before  firing  the  shot  in  the  brushing.  Pelletto  went  to  take 
down  the  loose  rock,  his  partner  told  him  to  stand  to  one  side  where  the 
roof  was  good;  deceased  replied  that  it  was  nothing  to  be  afraid  of  and 
8tood  directly  under  the  rook,  knocking  the  prop  out;  the  rock  fell  on  him 
with  the  result  as  stated. 

March  15,  1906.  David  Frances,  driver,  aged  26  years,  single,  was  seriously 
injured  by  being  caught  between  the  roof  and  a  loaded  car  in  the  No.  4 
mine  of  the  Wilmington  Coal  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company,  Braid- 
wood,  Grundy  county.    He  died  one  week  after  the  accident  occurred. 

March  17,  1906.  Frank  Slipicka,  miner,  aged  17  years,  single,  was  killed 
instantly  by  falling  rock  at  the  face  of  his  working  place,  in  the  No.  6  mine 
of  the  Braceville  Coal  Company,  Braceville,  Grundy  county.  Deceased 
neglected  to  properly  secure  his  place  with  props;  he  was  throwing  coal  out 
from  the  right  hand  side  of  his  roadway,  when  the  rock  fell  with  the  result 
as  stated. 

March  23,  1906.  Pacific  Burns,  miner,  aged  24  years,  signe,  was  seriously 
injured  at  the  face  of  his  working  places  by  falling  rock  in  the  Rockwell 
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mine  of  the  La  Salle  Carbon  Coal  Company,  La  Salle  county.  Deceased  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  in  La  Salle,  where  he  died  May  16,  1906. 

June  20,  1906.  Louis  Gallo,  miner,  aged  40  years,  married,  had  his  lei 
broken  by  falling  rock  a{  the  face  of  his  working  place,  in  the  No.  7  mine 
of  the  Wilmington  Star  Mining  Company,  Coal  City,  Grundy  county.  Gallc 
was  conyeyed  to  his  home  where  the  physician  in  charge  stated  that  his  leg 
would  have  to  be  amputated,  but  QaXio  would  not  cojisent  to  have  his  leg 
taken  off.    He  died  the  next  morning. 

There  was  one  other  fatal  accident  which  occurred  in  the  No.  6  mine  ol 
the  Wilmington  Coal  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company  at  Torino,  Will 
county.  George  Dare,  miner,  aged  52  years,  married,  went  into  this  mine 
August  31,  1905,  to  look  at  the  conditions  and  if  the  place  suited  he  would 
apply  for  work.  He  had  only  beoi  In  the  mine  about  15  minutes  when  a  rock 
fell,  killing  him  Instantly.  This  Is  not  included  in  the  list  of  fatal  accidents 
as  Dare  was  not  an  employ^  of  the  mine. 

The  tables  of  the  fatal  and  non-fatal  casualties  follow,  also  the  statistical 
tables  by  counties,  showing  the  output,  prices,  values  and  other  detailed  in- 
formation regarding  the  coal  industry  of  the  First  district

The  county  of  Henry  Is  the  only  one  to  show  an  Increase  of  tonnage  over 
the  year  previous,  and  that  increase,  only  3,410,  while  the  counties  of 
Bureau,  Knox,  Mercer,  Rock  Island  and  Warren  show  a  decrease  of  312,281 
tons,  making  a  net  decrease  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906,  of  308.871 
tons.  This  table  is  based  on  the  counties  that  now  constitute  the  Second 
inspection  district.  In  the  report  for  1905,  the  countleis  of  Marshall,  Putnam 
and  Stark  were  Included  in  the  Second  district,  but  are  now  transferred  to 
tiie  Third  district,  because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  districts  from 
seven  to  ten,  which  went  into  effect  July  1,  1905. 


New  Mines. 

Many  new  local  mines  are  opened,  and  others  of  the  same  class,  abandoned 
each  year,  but  it  is  not  thought  necessary  to  make  a  record  of  them  in  this 
report  One  mine  only  of  the  shipping  class  has  gone  into  operation  during 
the  year,  the  St.  Paul  Coal  Company's  mine  No.  2,  located  at  Cherry,  Bureau 
county.  Active  coal  hoisting  operations  were  commenced  in  December,  1905, 
and  have  already  attained,  at  this  writing,  September  10,  1906,  a  daily  output 
of  over  1,200  tons.  This  mine  is  of  the  first  class,  a  description  of  the  steel 
tower,  machinery,  coal  seam,  etc.,  was  given  in  the  annual  coal  report  for 
1905. 

Mines  Abandoned. 

No  shipping  mines  have  been  abandoned  during  the  year.  However,  two 
Jiines  have  taken  rather  rapid  strides  in  that  direction,  the  shipping  of  coal

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of  a  shot  when  a  large  mass  of  the  roof  fell  from  between  mud  slips  in  the 
roof,  crashing  him  through  the  body  with  the  result  as  stated.  The  rock 
that  fell  on  him  would  weigh  about  1%  tons.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  six 
children. 

October  30,  1906.  Michael  Yalavinies,  miner,  aged  38  years,  married,  was 
severely  bruised  on  the  back  by  falling  roof  at  the  face  of  his  working  place 
in  the  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company's  shaft  No.  2,  Spring  Valley,  Bureau 
county.  Deceased  was  mining  in  his  room  when  a  fall  of  roof  took  place, 
striking  him  on  the  back  and  seriously  bruising  him.  The  injury  was  such 
that  no  thought  was  entertained  that  it  would  have 'a  fatal  termination,  but 
he  failed  to  rally,  and  other  complications  setting  in,  as  a  result  of  the 
injury,  he  died  two  months  after  the  accident  He  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
child  in  some  foreign  country,  probably  Russia. 

November  6,  1905.  Joseph  Bocian,  miner,  aged  38  years,  married,  was 
killed  instantly  by  falling  coal  at  the  face  of  his  working  place,  in  Spring 
Valley  shaft  No.  1,  Spring  Valley,  Bureau  county.  Deceased,  with  a  partner, 
was  at  work  and  had  a  large  fall  of  coal  prepared  by  undermining.  Bocian 
had  removed  the  spraggs  to  let  the  coal  down.  It  did  not  come  as  soon  as 
he  expected,  and  he  was  preparing  to  make  a  wedge  hole  to  wedge  the  coal 
down  when  it  fell  suddenly,  and  he  was  caught  between  the  falling  coal  and 
a  standing  prop,  crushing  his  breast  and  body.  He  was  dead  when  extricated. 
He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

November  16,  1906.  Joseph  Oentilini,  miner,  aged  23  years,  single,  was 
killed  instantly  by  falling  coal  at  the  face  of  his  working  place  in  shaft 
No.  4,  operated  by  the  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company,  Seatonville,  Bureau 
county.  From  the  evidence  given  at  the  inquest,  it  would  appear  that  de- 
ceased had  prepared  a  fall  of  coal  and  endeavored  to  take  it  down,  but 
failed  to  do  so.  He  commenced  to  mine  the  coal  to  a  greater  depth  and  was 
thus  employed  when  a  large  mass,  about  1%  tons  suddenly  fell,  crushing 
him  through  the  chest. 

December  22,  1905.  Frank  Manardi,  miner,  aged  89  years,  married,  was 
killed  almost  Instantly  by  having  his  head  crushed  between  two  empty  pit 
cars  In  shaft  No.  4  of  the  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company,  Seatonville,  Bureau 
county.  The  driver  had  brought  In  two  empty  cars,  and  left  them  securely 
blocked  on  a  slight  grade,  where  the  miners  usually  went  to  get  their  empty 
cars.  There  were  no  eye  witnesses  to  this  accident,  but  it  is  assumed  that 
deceased  went  between  the  empty  cars,  one  of  which  he  was  to  take  into 
his  room,  and  In  doing  so  displaced  the  block.  This  started  the  front  car 
down  a  much  steeper  gradient,  deceased  going  with  it,  probably  riding  on 
the  hind  end  of  the  car.  About  80  feet  from  where  the  cars  were  standing 
was  a  switch.  At  this  switch  the  car  left  the  track,  throwing  him  down,  and 
before  he  could  recover  himself,  the  second  car  following  rapidly  down  the 
grade,  his  head  was  crushed  between  the  bumpers  of  the  cars.  He  died 
shortly  afterwards,  never  having  regained  consciousness.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  two  children. 

March  6,  1906.  Joseph  Barron,  driver,  aged  22  years,  single,  was  severely 
crushed  through  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen  by  being  thrown  under  a 
moving  loaded  pit  car  in  shaft  No.  2  of  the  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company, 
Spring  Valley,  Bureau  county.  Deceased  was  coming  out  of  the  main  east 
entry  with  a  trip  of  two  loaded  pit  cars.  Another  driver  was  coming  out  of 
the  14th  left  entry  at  the  same  time,  when  they  reached  the  Junction,  simul- 
taneously, a  collision,  of  course,  took  place.  Barron  was  thrown  down  and 
the  loaded  car  ran  on  to  him,  producing  the  injuries  from  which  he  died  next 
day,  25  hours  after  the  accident 

March  19,  1906.    Edward  Hamilton,  boss  driver,  aged  34  years,  married, 

▼as  severely  crushed  through  the  body  by  falling  under  a  trip  of  loaded  pit 

cars  In  shaft  No.  5  of  the  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company,  Dalzell,  Bureau 

count,.    The  duties  of  deceased  were  to  assist  and  hurry  along  the  regular 

drivers  whenever  required.    He  went  into  the  northeast  section  of  the  mine 

to  look  up  a  driver  that  seemed  late  in  coming  out.    He  found  the  driver 

stuck  on   a   grade.     Together  they   soon   got   the   four-muli^  team   started. 

Hamilton  told  the  driver  to  stay  by  the  side  of  the  team  and  urge  the  mules 

along,  and  he,  deceased,  would  ride  on  the  front  car.    In  stepping  onto  the 

car,  however,  he  missed  his  footing,  and  fell  in  front  ot  t\ife  ttV^,  wjA  XXi% 

•iBt  car  was  drawn  on  top  ot  him  before  the  team  could  ^)^  alo^'^d.  '^^o  ^1 
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his  ribB  were  broken,  and  the  ends  puncturing  the  lungs,  causing  internal 
hemorrhage,  from  which  he  died  20  hours  later.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
child. 

June  7,  1906.  John  Roach,  miner,  aged  55  years,  married,  was  severely 
injured  by  coal  flying  from  a  premature  blast  in  Cook  ft  Rohrs'  local  mine, 
located  near  Alexis,  Warren  county.  Deceased  was  working  in  partnership 
with  his  son,  a  young  man  about  17  years  of  age,  and  according  to  the  son's 
statement,  they  had  prepared  a  blast,  tamped  the  hole,  and  his  father  had 
some  difficulty  in  igniting  the  match  to  the  squib.  He  had  tried  to  do  so 
two  or  three  times  and  failed.  He  held  his  lamp  under  the  match  when  the 
blast  suddenly  exploded.  The  loose  coal,  flying  therefrom,  struck  him  on 
the  left  side,  breaking  his  thigh  and  injuring  him  intemaly.  He  died  from 
the  injuries  received  twelve  hours  later.  Deceased  and  two  other  miners 
were  all  that  were  employed  in  the  mine.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  six  minor 
children,  three  of  whom,  however,  can  scarcely  be  classed  as  dependents. 

June  27,  1906.  John  Rubis,  miner,  aged  38  years,  married,  had  his  back 
broken  by  ftilling  roof  at  the  ftice  of  his  working  room  in  the  St  Paul  Coal 
Company's  mine  No.  2,  Cherry,  Bureau  county.  Deceased,  in  partnerships 
with  his  brother,  was  working  in  a  room  in  the  above  mine.  He  had  set  up 
a  drilling  machine  on  the  right  hand  rib  near  the  face,  and  was  making 
preparations  to  drill  a  hole,  when  a  mass  of  roof,  weighing  about  1,600 
pounds,  suddenly  fell,  crushing  him  underneath.  He  was  removed  to  the 
hospital  at  Streator,  the  home  of  his  family,  and  lingered  imtil  July  19, 
when  he  died  from  the  injuries  received.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  four 
children.

Sercetary,  State  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  Springfield,  Illinois: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  coal  mines 
located  in  the  third  inspection  district  as  now  defined,  the  coal  producing 
counties  of  which  are  Livingston,  Marshall,  Peoria,  Putnam,  Stark  and  Wood- 
ford. 

The  tabular  part  of  the  report  gives  the  number  of  tons  of  C3al  mined; 
the  number  of  kegs  of  powder  consumed;  the  number  of  boys  over  16  years 
of  age  working  in  the  mines;  also  the  number  of  miners  and  others  employed 
in  and  about  the  mines;  the  number  of  shipping  and  local  mines;  the  aggre- 
gate value  of  the  total  product  at  the  mines;  the  thickness  of  the  coal  seams, 
with  the  geological  numbers  and  the  depth  of  the  seams  below  the  surface; 
the  number  of  casualties,  fatal  and  non-fatal;  the  number  of  mines,  old,  new 
and  abandoned;  the  total  tons  of  the  different  grades  of  coal  produced,  and 
the  number  of  days  of  active  operation  of  each  mine  during  the  year.

The  counties  of  Livingston,  Putnam  and  Woodford  show  an  increase  of 
146,576  tons  over  last  year.  Marshall,  Peoria  and  Stark  show  a  decrease  of 
137,881  tons,  lea'wlng  a  net  increase  of  8,695  tons  for  the  district. 

The  change  in  the  number  of  inspection  districts  of  the  State,  from  seven 
to  ten,  which  went  into  effect  July  1,  1905,  gave  to  this  district  Livingston 
county  from  the  old  first  district;  Marshall,  Putnam  and  Stark  from  the 
second,  and  Woodford  from  the  fourth,  leaving  only  Peoria  county  in  this 
district  as  formerly. 

Impbovements. 

At  mine  No.  2,  Minonk,  Woodford  county,  operated  by  the  Minonk  Coal 
Company,  there  ^ave  been  installed  two  new  boilers,  5%  by  21  feet,  with 
three  16-inch  flues;  a  pair  of  Crawford  &  McCrimmon  first  motion  hoisting 
engines,  20  by  36  inches,  with  a  drum  8  feet  in  diameter.  ^  Two  new  steel 
cages,  with  new  steel  ropes,  1^4  inches  in  diameter,  have  also  been  placed  in 
the  hoisting  shaft,  and  a  new  stairway  has  been  completed  in  the  escapement 
shaft. 

A  new  passageway  has  been  provided  for  the  men  to  travel  to  the  escape- 
ment shaft,  so  as  to  avoid  going  through  accumulated  water  in  getting  to 
the  escapement.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  adequate  ventilation  a  new 
fan  5  by  10  feet  has  been  erected  at  the  old  shaft,  and  thereby  a  much  needed 
improvement  in  ventilation  has  been  secured. 

The  West  End  Coal  Company  at  Falrbury,  Livingston  county,  also  the 
Brady  Coal  Company,  at  Pontiac,  in  the  same  county,  have  completed  escape- 
ment shafts  and  connected  them  with  the  main  workings. 


Discipline  in  Goal  Mines. 

A  more  rigid  discipline  in  the  operation  of  coal  mines  in  this  State  and  a 
more  judicious  discrimination  in  the  selection  of  miners  should  be  exercised. 
The  mine  managers  should  see  to  it  that  a  code  of  rules  is  oflacially  issued 
and  enforced,  also  that  the  present  mining  laws  are  complied  with;  shot 
flrers  should  be  compelled  to  comply  with  the  statute,  and  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  shots  before  they  are  fired;  also  to  have  a  rule  that  all 
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shots  be  examined  before  firing,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  number 
of  dead  holes,  if  any,  or  holes  or  shots  found  to  have  been  improperly  pre- 
pared. The  first  step  to  prevent  any  recurrence  of  any  unlawful  conditions, 
in  this  regard,  would  be  to  have  the  offending  parties  arrested  and  punished; 
this  will  lead  towards  greater  security;  place  the  responsibility  for  defectiTt 
conditions  upon  those  responsible  for  the  same. 

Dead  Holes. 

The  statute  provides  that  "no  person  shal  drill  or  shoot  what  is  known 
as  a  'dead  hole'  for  any  part  of  its  depth;  nor  tamp  any  drill  hole  with  drill 
dust  or  other  combustible  material." 

It  Is  found  that  quite  a  difference  of  opinion  prevails  among  mining  men 
as  to  what  is  known  as  a  "dead  hole."  Some  contend  that  a  "dead  hole"  is 
one  that  is  drilled  beyond  the  line  of  lecust  resistance,  while  many  others 
maintain  that  a  "dead  hole"  is  any  hole  drilled  beyond  the  free  face  of  the 
coal.  Accepting  this  last  opinion  as  being  correct,  I  would  recommend  that 
this  latter  opinion  be  included  in  the  statute  under  the  head  of  definitions  as 
what  constitutes  a  "dead  hole." 

Shot  Fibebb. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  better  protection  of  the  lives  of  shot  flrers, 
I  would  suggest  that  they  refuse  to  fire  the  shots  of  any  miner  who  has  tailed 
to  store  his  keg  of  powder  in  a  wooden  or  metallic  box,  securely  locked,  and 
who  fails  to  keep  such  box  at  lecust  ten  feet  from  the  track  and  fifty  feet 
from  any  other  box  containing  a  keg  of  powder. 

Blasting  of  coal  in  our  mines  might  be  rendered  practically  safe  if  the 
precautions  used  included  the  cutting  of  all  narrow  work.  It  is  also  de- 
sirable to  fix  a  definite  relationship  between  tamping  and  powder. 

The  Cardiff  Coal  Co.,  Cardiff,  Livingston  county,  has  adopted  the  system 
of  furnishing  the  miners  with  dirt  from  the  surface  to  bcunsed  in  tamping 
shots;  the  dirt  is  placed  in  wooden  boxes  located  at  diiferent  convenient 
stations  in  the  mine;  this  system  is  to  be  commended  and  it  is  hoped  that 
other  mining  companies  will  follow  along  the  same  lines. 

When  a  shot  is  fired  without  being  properly  tamped  with  the  right  ma* 
terial,  the  pressure  does  not  rise  sufficiently  high  for  the  explosive  to  be 
properly  lighted  and  the  powder  bums  comparatively  slow.  It  is  very  im- 
portant that  blasting  powder  should  be  put  into  a  sound  hole  without  cracks 
or  fissures  and  thoroughly  tamped,  in  order  to  get  safe  and  satisfactory 
results,  also  that  overcharging  be  avoided. 

AOGIDBNTS   TO   SHOT  FiBEBS. 

The  many  accidents  which  have  occurred  to  shot  firers  is  due  to  the  breach 
of  the  most  important  part  of  the  mining  law  laid  down  to  make  blasting 
safe  in  our  Illinois  mines.  Thus,  if  the  shot  flrers  had  made  proper  ex- 
amination of  the  shots  before  they  are  fired,  they  would  refuse  to  fire  the 
shots.  We  have  found  it  necessary  to  send  the  following  letter  to  the  mine 
managers  in  this  district.    . 

"Complaint  has  come  to  me  that  the  mining  law  relative  to  the  firing  of 
shots  is  being  constantly  violated,  especially  that  part  requiring  that  all 
shots  be  inspected  before  they  are  fired.  As  under  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Attorney  General,  the  shot  firers  are  under  the  control  of  the  mine  manage 
or  superintendent,  it  necessarily  follows  that  they  are  the  parties  responsible 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in  their  resi)ective  mines.  Therefore,  I 
hereby  notify  you  that  nothing  but  a  strict  observance  of  the  law  will  be 
tolerated  in  the  future.  Any  infraction  of  the  law  will  subject  you  to  the 
penalties  prescribed." 

Comparative  safety  in  the  coal  mines  of  this  State  is  secured  by  ordinary 
vigilance  on  the  part  of:  first,  the  mine  manager;  second,  the  miner;  third, 
the  shot  firers;  fourth,  the  mine  examiner.    It  is  a  question  of  importance 
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to  know  how  much  of  a  factor  human  carelessness  enters  into  the  cause 
of  the  many  accidents  which  take  place  in  our  Illinois  mines.  If  the  warning, 
which  usually  precedes  an  accident, ,  was  not  ignored,  we  would  have  the 
pleasure  of  reporting  less  fatal  accidents.  With  one  exception  of  the  six 
fatal  accidents  which  have  occurred  in  this  district  the  last  year,  five  of 
t^em  could  have  been  avoided. 

Fatal  AoomsNTS. 

July  12,  1905.  Martin  Pazesnix,  miner,  aged  27  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  the  Pheonix  CJoal  Co.'s  mine,  Cornell,  Livingston  county,  by  falling  roof 
at  the  working  face  of  his  room. 

October  13,  1905.  Joe  Bertrain,  miner,  aged  28  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  the  Cardiff  Coal  Co.'s  mine,  Cardiff,  Livingston  county,  by  falling  roof, 
while  brushinb  the  roadway  to  the  working  face  of  his  room.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  two  children. 

June  29,  1906.  August  Muesner,  miner,  aged  30  years,  married;  Joe 
Dewasme,.  miner,  aged  36  years,  married;  Cameo  Fancon,  miner,  aged.  35 
years,  married,  and  Andrew  Mitchell,  boss  driver,  aged  31  years,  married, 
were  killed  by  the  breaking  of  a  scaffold  about  seventy-five  feet  from  the 
top  of  the  hoisting  shaft  of  the  Roanoke  Coal  &  Mining  Co.'s  mine,  Roanoke, 
Woodford  county. 

The  result  of  this  accident  is  that  four  wives  are  made  widows  and  eight 
children  are  left  fatherless. 

Andrew  Mitchell,  who  was  the  mule  boss,  and  the  other  men,  all  practical 
miners,  were  working  on  the  night  shift  as  sinkers,  enlarging  the  hoist- 
ing shaft;  the  enlargement  of  the  shaft  had  been  completed.  At  the  time 
of  the  accident  they  were  engaged  straightening  several  of  the  timbers 
which  had  slipped  from  their  places;  to  enable  the  men  to  do  this  work  they 
had  erected  two  scaffolds,  about  10  to  15  feet  apart,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  shaft  from  that  In  which  the  cage  was  used,  they  were  using  only  one 
cage.  About  9:00  o'clock  p.  m.  Mitchell,  Fancon  and  Muesner  came  up  on  a 
car  of  dirt,  which  they  had  loaded  on  the  cage,  leaving  Dewasme  on  the 
scaffold;  the  purpose  of  the  upper  scaffold  and  platform  was  to  prevent 
falling  material  injuring  the  men  while  at  work  on  the  lower  platform. 

At  9:10  p.  m.  the  regular  night  shift  of  the  mine  got.  on  the  cage  and 
were  lowered  a  distance  of  seven  feet,  when  the  three  sinkers  named  got 
on  the  top  of  the  cage  (the  top  of  the  cage  being  flat)  and  were  lowered 
down  the  shaft  to  their  work.  The  engineer  had  received  no  instructions 
to  stop  at  either  of  the  scaffolds  or  platforms;  he,  however,  slowed  up  as 
the  cage  approached  the  first  platform,  this  platform  was  all  right  when  the 
cage  passed,  as  Patrick  Brennan  the  mine  examiner,  who  was  on  the  cage, 
spoke  to  Dewasme,  who  had  been  left  on  the  platform  to  work  while  the  three 
had  gone  up  to  unload  the  car  of  dirt  upon  which  they  had  been  conveyed 
on  the  cage  to  the  top  of  the  shaft.  The  cage  went  down  the  shaft  until  it 
was  about  seventy  feet  below  the  lower  platform  or  scaffold,  when  the  engi- 
neer received  a  signal  of  "one  beir  to  stop  the  cage,  which  he  did;  a  few 
moments  after  stopping  he  received  the  signal  of  "two  bells"  and  lowered 
the  cage  to  the  bottom.  While  the  cage  was  stopped,  about  seventy  feet 
below  where  the  men  ha^  been  working,  the  men  on  the  cage  heard  some- 
thing fall  down  the  shaft  on  the  opposite  side,  but  did  not  know  what  it  was; 
they  called  up  to  the  sinkers  but  received  no  answer.  On  reaching  the  bottom 
the  men  who  had  gone  down  on  the  cage  went  to  the  sump  at  the  bottom  of 
the  shaft  to  investigate  and  they  made  the  statement  that  they  found  nothing 
to  indicate  that  anyhing  out  of  the  ordinary  had  taken  place,  and  they  went 
to  their  work  in  different  parts  of  the  mine. 

The  next  shift  of  sinkers  were  to  report  for  work  at  11:00  p.  m.  Charles 
Priller,  one  of  the  men  on  this  shift,  went  to  the  shaft  at  10 :  40  p.  m.  and  was 
Informed  by  the  engineer  that  the  cage  had  been  at  the  lower  landing  since 
Eihout  9:40  p.  m.  Four  workmen,  named  Priller,  Adhem,  Fourit  and  Fancon, 
got  on  the  cage  at  the  lower  landing  and  went  down  the  shaft  to  the  first 
icaifold  or  platform,  and  found  it  gone;  they  were  then  lowered  to  l\ife  ^\^^<^ 
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where  the  second  or  lower  scaffold  had  been  and  found  only  two  boards  o1 
it  remaining.  They  were  then  lowered  to  the  bottom  of  XbA  shafti  where 
they  met  the  night  foreman,  Alphonse  Dourlain,  and  inquired  of  him  where 
the  sinkers  were,  and  he  said  he  did  not  know.  Michael  Proctor,  the  mine 
manager,  was  sent  for  and  search  for  the  bodies  was  made.  The  bodiee 
of  the  four  men  were  found  in  the  sump,  at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  whidi 
was  sixteen  feet  deep  and  filled  with  water.  After  making  an-  examination  oi 
the  shaft  and  the  places  where  the  scaffolds  had  been,  I  am  of  the  opinion  thai 
the  upper  scaffolding  had  become  weakened  by  the  slipping  of  the  timben 
on  which  it  was  built,  and  that  when  the  three  men  jumped  from  the  top  oi 
the  cage,  while  the  cage  was  in  motion,  to  the  platform,  the  momentum  oi 
the  three,  with  their  combined  weight  and  that  of  Dewasme,  who  was  on 
this  scaffold,  was  more  than  it  could  bear,  and  that  it  gave  way,  carrying 
with  it  the  men  and  the  lower  platform  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  a  distance 
of  420  feet  It  is  evident  that  the  falling  timber  and  men  reached  t^e  bottom 
of  the  shaft  before  the  cage,  and  that,  when  the  men  on  the  ca^e  called  np  to 
the  sinkers  at  the  time  the  cage  stopped  about  seventy-five  feet  below  the  plat 
form,  they  were  lying  lifeless  in  the  sum  at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft;  also 
that  what  the  men  on  the  cage  heard  falling  was  the  noise  made  by  the  four 
men  as  they  fell  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft

New  Mines. 

The  Vermilion  Coal  Co.  has  put  down  two  shafts,  hoisting  and  escape- 
ment, on  the  line  of  the  C,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  railroad  about  three  miles  south 
of  WestTille,  Vermilion  county.  The  coal  seam  is  No.  6  of  the  geological 
section.  The  hoisting  engines  are  20  by  36  inches,  built  by  the  Danyille 
Machine  Co.,  Danyille,  Illinois.  The  air  compressors  are  20  by  20  inches. 
The  capacity  being  950  cubic  feet,  built  by  the  Sullivan  Machinery  Co.  Also 
three  Atlas  engines,  with  boilers  72  inches  by  18  feet,  haying  70-4  inch  flues, 
capacity  160  H.  P.  The  cage  room  or  side  track  for  carb  at  the  bottom  Is 
14  feet  wide  in  the  clear,  nine  feet  high  in  the  center  at  cage  |^d  runs  down 
to  seyen  and  one-half  feet  in  center,  a  distance  of  175  feet  on  the  west  side; 
on  the  east  side  it  is  11  feet  high  in  center  at  the  cage,  and  nine  and  one-half 
feet  high,  25  feet  from  the  bottom,  it  is  arched  with  cement  walls  18  inches 
thick  and  at  the  center  of  the  arch  one  foot. 

The  Sherron  Coal,  Brick  and  Tile  Co.  is  opening  out  a  new  mine  two  miles 
sonth  of  Georgetown,  Vermilion  county.  The  shaft  is  down  to  No.  6  seam; 
the  coal  is  flye  feet  thick  at  a  depth  of  245  feet.  The  company  is  using  the 
engine  from  the  abandoned  mine  formerly  operated  at  Fairmount. 

Howard  is  putting  down  a  shaft  for  the  local  coal  trade  on  the  Howard 
farm  about  two  miles  east  of  Hlmrod,  Vermilion  county. 


Abandohed  MniEs. 

In  Vermilion  county,  the  Consolidated  Coal  Co.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  has 
abandoned  its  mine  at  Fairmount 

The  Kelley  Coal  Co.  has  abandoned  its  No.  3  mine  at  Westyille. 

G.  H.  Hasklns  has  abandoned  the  mine  known  as  Brookslde,  at  Grape 
Creek. 

iMPROySMEHTS.  ^ 

The  Kelley  Coal  Co.  has  removed  the  large  fan  from  its  abandoned  mine 
No.  3,  Westyille,  and  placed  it  at  its  No.  5  mine  at  Danville.  This  was  a 
much  needed  change  as  the  fan  at  the  No.  5  mine  was  too  small  to  produce 
the  quantity  of  air  required  for  the  men  at  work  in  the  mine. 

The  Muncle  Coal  Co.,  Muncie,  Vermilion  county,  has  made  a  new  connec- 
tion with  the  escapement  shaft  of  Its  mine. 

The  Derlng  Coal  Co.,  Westvllle,  has  put  overcasts  in  its  No.  1  and  No.  2 
mines.

Mine  Fibs. 

The  second  of  February,  1906,  the  fan  house  and  tipple  at  the  mine  of  the 
DeWitt  Goal  Co.,  located  at  Paris,  Edgar  county,  were  burned  down.  ThA 
fire  was  discoTered  about  12:00  o'clock  midnight.  It  is  supposed  that  some 
person  set  fire  to  the  fan  house. 

Fatal  Acoidsnts. 

July  19,  1906.  Paul  Wenckers,  miner,  aged  36  years,  single,  was  killed  at 
1:30  p.  m.  by  falling  rock  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  South  WestriUe. 

July  21,  1905.  Joseph  Hastie,  loader,  aged  24  years,  single,  was  killed  in 
the  mine  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Consumers  Coal  Co.,  Decatur,  Maeon 
county,  by  falling  slate.  Suit  for  damages  in  this  case  was  brought  before 
the  courts  twice,  when,  at  the  second  trial,  the  company  took  it  out  of  court 
and  settled  the  claim. 

July  29,  1906.  Andrew  Trehibirka,  miner,  aged  25  years,  married,  a 
native  of  Russia,  was  seriously  injured  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  1, 
Westville,  by  falling  rock.  He  died  from  his  injuries  August  9,  1905,  and 
leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

October  2,  1905.  John  Stous,  miner,  aged  35  years,  married,  Hungarian, 
was  Instantly  killed  by  falling  rock  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  L 
Deceased  had  gone  into  the  gob,  a  place  where  he  had  no  business  to  be,  idien 
a  heavy  fall  of  rock  came  down  on  him.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  childroo. 

November  2,  1905.  John  Klumirckik,  miner,  aged  45  years,  married,  Aus- 
trian, was  killed  by  falling  rock  at  the  face  of  his  room  in  the  Dering  Coal 
Co.'s  mine  No.  2.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

November  2,  1905.  George  Moss,  miner,  aged  26  years,  married,  had  his 
spine  broken  in  the  Spangler  &  Jones  mine,  Danville,  Vermilion  county.  A 
piece  of  rock  had  slipped  through  between  two  bars,  the  bars  not  being 
properly  propped  were  spread  apart  letting  the  rock  fall  on  him.  He  died  in 
St.  Elizabeth  hospital,  Danville,  November  24,  1905,  leaving  a  widow  and  two 
children. 

November  9,  1905.  Peter  Autilla,  driver,  19  years,  sinf^  a  native  of 
Russia,  received  Injuries  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2,  Westville, 
Yermilion  county,  by  having  his  head  crushed  between  pit  cars.  He  died 
the  following  day. 

November  10,  1905.  Adrin  Rodgers,  miner,  aged  40  years,  single,  a  native 
of  Belgium,  was  killed  by  falling  rock  at  the  face  of  his  room  in  the  Dering 
Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2,  Westville,  Vermilion  county.  I  Inspected  this  mine 
November  2,  and  found  it  in  a  dangerous  condition,  needing  additional 
props  set  to  support  the  roof.  I  called  the  attention  of  this  man  at  that  time 
to  the  dangerous  condition,  and  stopped  him  from  loading  any  more  coal 
until  he  had  set  timbers  opposite  in  the  side  room  and  also  at  the  working 
face.  I  also  called  the  attention  of  the  mine  manager  to  the  condition  of  this 
room  and  gave  him  orders  not  to  allow  the  men  to  load  any  more  coal  until 
the  props  were  set.  I  was  called  back  to  the  mine  on  the  10th  of  November 
and  found  the  props  had  been  set  opposite  the  side  room,  but  only  three  props 
had  been  set  in  the  room  since  my  previous  visit. 

November  11,  1905.  John  Cummins,  driver,  aged  28  years,  single  was 
killed  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2,  being  run  over  by  pit  cars.  This 
was  the  first  day  deceased  had  worked  in  this  mine.  He  was  bringing  his 
trip  down  the  incline  in  the  .mine  without  sprags.  The  cars  jumping  from 
the  track  at  the  foot  of  the  entry  passed  over  him,  killing  him  instantly. 
He  formerly  worked  in  mines  at  Pana. 

December  28,  1905.  Clarence  Gerrard,  ni^t  boss,  aged  30  years,  married, 
was  killed  in  the  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2  by  falling  rock.  There  were 
two  men  loading  rock  in  the  entry,  when  Gerrard  came  in  to  see  thmn,  about

The  redlstricting  of  the  State  forming  ten  coal  mine  Inspection  districts 
instead  of  seven,  which  went  Into  effect  July  1,  1905,  made  a  complete  diange 
in  the  counties  formerly  composing  the  sixth  district.  The  counties  now 
forming  the  sixth  district  are  Cass,  Menard  and  Schuyler,  transferred  from 
the  old  third  district,  Logan  from  the  fourth,  and  Brown  and  Sangamon 
from  the  fifth.

The  output  of  Logan  county  shows  an  increase  of  65,839  tons  or  17.13  per 
cent,  Menard  an  Increase  of  87,840  tons  or  19.59  per  cent,  while  Sangamon 
shows  a  decrease  of  239,619  tons  or  5.45  per  cent.  These  are  the  large  coal 
producing  counties  in  this  district. 


New  Mines. 

The  Mechanlcshurg  Coal  Co.,  Mechanlcsburg,  Sangamon  county,  has  sunk 
a  shaft,  the  dimensions  of  which  are  7  by  14  feet;  the  air  shaft  Is  not  quite 
completed,  It  Is  the  same  size  as  the  hoisting  shaft.  This  mine  is  equipped 
with  a  pair  of  Litchfield  engines  30  by  36  inches,  the  drum  is  7  feet  in 
diameter.  The  engine  room  is  28  by  32  feet,  constructed  of  brick.  There 
are  two  boilers,  manufactured  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  6  by  18  feet,  each 
containing  68  3-lnch  tubes.  The  boiler  room  is  32  by  52  feet.  The  mine  is 
also  equipped  with  Duncan  shaker  screens  and  cages.  The  surface  con- 
struction is  fairly  substantial  throughout. 

The  Spring  Creek  Coal  Co.  has  sunk  a  shaft  two  and  one-half  miles  west 
of  Springfield,  Sangamon  county,  on  the  line  of  the  B.  &  O.  S.-W.  R.  R^ 
The  main  shaft  is  8  by  14  feet,  the  escapement  shaft  is  8  by  13  feet  equipped 
with  a  substantial  stairway.  The  fan  is  20  feet,  homemake.  The  hoisting 
engines  are  of  the  Aetna  make  20  by  36  Inches.  The  drum  is  5  feet  7  inches 
in  diameter,  and  is  equipped  with  a  steam  brake.  There  are  two  boilers 
made  at  the  Drake  boiler  works,  Springfield.  They  are  5  by  14  feet,  con- 
taining 52  4-lnch  tubes  in  each.  The  mine  Is  also  equipped  with  Duncan 
shaker  screens  and  cages.  The  plant  is  substantially  constructed  throughout 
and  presents  a  very  fine  appearance. 

The  Littleton  Coal  Co.,  Macomb,  McDonough  county,  has  sunk  a  shaft  at 
Littleton,  Schuyler  county.  The  dimensions  are  6  feet  6  inches  by  11  feet. 
The  escapement  shaft  is  4  by  4  feet  with  a  substantial  stairway.     The  fan 

is  10  feet  In  diameter.    The  hoisting  engine  is  second  motion,  and  was  built 

at  Ottumwa,   Iowa.     There  are  two  tubular  boilers  40  Inches  by   12   feet. 

The  mine  is  worked  at  present  by  the  long-wall  system.    The  mine  is  of  smali 

capacity. 
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A  new  mine  is  being  sunk  at  Tallula,  Menard  county,  which  is  intended  for 
the  local  trade. 

Another  local  mine  is  being  sunk  about  two  miles  north  of  Richlsuid, 
Sangamon  cotinty,  it  is  now  down  about  100  feet. 

IMPBOYEMENTS. 

The  Springfield  Coal  Mining  Co.  has  installed  a  new  homemade  fan  20 
feet  in  diameter  at  its  No.  3  mine;  also  one  of  like  pattern  and  dimenaons 
at  its  No.  5  mine,  Springfield.  At  the  No.  5  mine  the  company  hsB  also 
erected  a  fine  new  steel  tower,  and  tipple  to  replace  the  wooden  one  which 
was  burned  down  last  March. 

The  Lincoln  Coal  Co.,  Lincoln,  Logan  county,  has  retimbered  the  escape- 
ment fehaft  of  its  mine  for  a  distance  of  70  feet  from  the  top.  The  com- 
pany has  also  put  in  new  shaker  screens  and  bins,  and  are  now  making  four 
grades  of  coal. 

The  West  End  Coal  Co.,  Springfield,  has  erected  a  new  frame  tower  and 
also  put  in  new  Duncan  cages,  self-dumping. 

The  Latham  Coal  Co.,  Lincoln,  Logan  county,  has  replaced  its  old  hoisting 
engines  with  a  very  fine  pair  of  Litchfield  engines.  These  engines  are 
equipped  with  a  steam  brake  and  also  with  a  self-acting  attachment  to 
prevent  overwinding.  The  engines  are  24  by  40  inches,  the  drum  8  feet  in 
diameter. 

Changes  of  Cobporate  Names. 

The  Peabody  Coal  Mining  Co.,  Sherman,  Sangamon  county,  changed  its 
corporate  name  and  is  now  known  as  the  Illinois  Midland  CoslI  Co. 

The  Lincoln  Coal  Co.,  Lincoln,  Logan  county,  has  changed  its  title  to  the 
Lincoln  Mining  Co. 

Fatal  Accidents. 

The  following  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  fatal  accidents  which  have 
occurred  in  the  sixth  inspection  district  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

August  17,  1905.  Levi  Trowe,  shot  firer,  aged  46  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  flying  coal  from  a  shot,  at  the  Springileld  Coal  Mining  Co.'s  No.  1  mine, 
Riverton.  Deceased  thinking  the  shot  had  missed  fire  was  returning  to 
relight  it  when  the  shot  exploded.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

September  9,  1905.  Adam  Emig,  shot  firer,  aged  46  years,  married,  ^as 
killed  by  flying  coal  from  a  shot  at  the  Springfield  Coal  Mining  Co.'s  No.  1 
mine.  He  was  in  the  act  of  returning  to  the  shot,  which  he  supposed  had 
missed  fire,  when  the  shot  exploded,  injuring  him  so  that  he  died  in  a  few 
minutes.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  nine  children. 

September  29,  1905.  William  Kruerer,  shot  firer,  aged  45  years,  married, 
was  killed  by  flying  coal  at  the  Sangamon  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2.  Deceased 
and  his  partner,  Thomas  Bambrough,  had  lighted  two  squibs,  one  a  gas, 
the  other  sulphur,  and  had  withdrawn  to  a  safe  place.  One  squib,  afterwards 
shown  to  be  the  sulphur,  flred  on  time,  the  eas  sq^nb  >iuns:.  and 
after  waiting  a  time  considered  long  enough  to  cover  any  danger,  the  two 
men  went  into  the  working  place.  Krueger  wa^  ahead,  the  shot,  exploding 
when  he  was  withlng  a  few  feet  of  it    He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

October  11,  1905.  Dan  Mitchelson,  shot  flrer,  aged  50  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  flying  coal  from  a  shot  at  the  Wabash  Coal  Co.*  mine  No.  2,  Athens. 
He  was  returning  to  relight  a  shot  which  was  supposed  to  have  gone  out. 
When  about  30  feet  from  the  face  it  exploded,  with  its  fatal  effect.  He 
leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

October  12,  1905.  Paul  Pouse,  shot  flrer,  36  years  old,  married,  was  killed 
by  the  premature  explosion  of  a  shot  in  the  mine  of  the  Latham  Coal  Co- 
Lincoln,  Logan  county.  It  is  supposed  that  while  tamping  the  shot  be 
struck  some  sulphur  in  the  hole  causing  the  ignition  of  the  powder.  He 
leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

October  30,  1905.  John  Green,  miner,  aged  59  years,  married,  was  killed 
bq  falling  slate  in  the  coal  mine  at  Salisbury,  Sangamon  county.  It  was  the 
flrst  day  that  deceased  had  worked  in  a  mine  for  many  years.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  eleven  children. 
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November  ;10  ,1905.  George  Thomas,  miner,  aged  45  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  slate  in  an  old  room  in  No.  8  mine  of  the  Illinois  Colleriea 
Co.,  Springfield,  Sangamon  county.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

November  18,  1905.  Bert  Hurley,  driver,  aged  19  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  the  Standard  Washed  Coal  Co.'s  mine,  Bissel,  Sangamon  county.  He  fell 
from  the  car  and  was  run  over. 

December  2,  1905.  William  Walker,  eager  helper,  aged  19  years,  employed 
at  the  Madison  Goal  Go.'s  mine,  Divernon,  was  caught  between  loaded  cars 
at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  breaking  his  leg,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died 
In  about  two  hours. 

January  10,  1906.  Alexander  Tarkeas,  miner,  aged  43  years,  married, 
was  killed  by  falling  slate  while  drilling  a  hole  in  his  room  in  the  Illinois 
Midland  Goal  Go.'s  mine,  Pawnee,  Sangamon  county.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  four  children. 

January  29,  1906.  Thomas  McGee,  shot  firer,  was  killed  in  the  Illinois 
Midland  Goal  Go.'s  mine  at  Sherman,  by  an  explosion  of  gas  and  dust,  caused 
by  a^  blown-out  shot.  The  hole  was  not  properly  placed.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  one  child. 

January  29,  1906.  Fred  W.  Gasey,  shot  firer,  aged  25  years,  married,  was  * 
killed  in  the  Illinois  Midland  Goal  Go.'s  mine  at  Sherman,  by  an  explosion 
of  gas  and  dust  from  a  blown-out  shot.  The  shot  was  not  properly  placed. 
Casey  and  his  partner,  McGree,  were  found  dead  on  the  entry  at  the  mouth 
of  the  room  in  which  the  explosion  took  place.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
child. 

March  7,.  1906.  W.  G.  Parsons,  shot  firer,  aged  44  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  the  Springfield  Goal  Mining  Go.'s  mine  No.  2  at  Rlverton,  by  flying  coal 
from  a  shot.  He  and  his  partner  had  separated  so  it  is  not  known  whether 
he  was  returning  to  the  shot  or  not.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

March  27,  1906.  Thomas  Archer,  miner,  aged  49  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  the  Wabash  Goal  Go.'s  mine  No.  1,  at  Dawson,  Sangamon  county.  While 
loading  his  car  a  large  lump  of  coal  fell  over  on  him,  smashing  his  head. 
He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

May  15, 1906.  James  Harrison,  shot  firer,  aged  50  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  the.  Middletown  Goal  Go.'s  mine  at  Middletown,  Logan  county.  He  had 
lighted  a  shot  in  room  No.  11  and  then  went  to  room  No.  12.  While  preparing 
a  shot  in  room  No.  12  the  shot  in  room  No.  11  exploded,  blowing  through 
the  rib  and  hit  him.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children.

J.  McLaughlin  lb  Co.  hare  sunk  a  shaft  at  Alsey.  Scott  county,  to  tbe  No. 
1  seam,  which  is  30  inches  thick  at  that  place.  This  seam  bas  four  feet  of 
fixe  clay  lying  direetly  imder  the  coal,  and  under  the  clay  is  about  four  feet 
of  hard  limestone,  then  20  feet  of  good  potter's  clay.  There  is  a  good  roof 
oyer  the  whole.  The  shaft  Is  8  by  14  f^^  100  feet  to  the  coal.  The  tower 
is  56  feet  hlc^  The  holsttng  en^nes  are  a  pair  of  10  by  20  inches  geared 
about  ftre  to  ooe;  one  SO-indh  tubular  boiler.  The  boiler  and  engine  house 
is  a  substantial  building.  A  lO-foot  Crawford  it  McCrlmmon  fan  is  ready  to 
be  put  in  as  soon  as  the  air  shaft  Is  down.  A  6  by  6  inch  steam  pump,  also 
a  feed  pmiqi,  is  ready  for  use.  The  coal  mined  here  Is  expected  to  be  used 
to  convert  clay  into  pottery,  brick,  tiling,  etc.,  for  which  purpose  the  Alsey 
THe  lb  Brick  Cooipany  are  now  building  a  plant  near  the  mine. 

The  SuperlOT'  Coal  Co.  has  put  in  operation  their  No.  Z  mine  near  Gilles- 
pie, Maooupin  eo«nty.  Tbe  equipment  of  this  mine  excels  somewhat  those 
of  its  Noa.  1  and  2  mines. 

The  Clofcr  Leaf  Coed  IBning  Co..  Coffeen,  Montgomery  county,  has  put 
in  operating  their  No.  2  mine,  a  shaft  11  by  22  feet  515  feet  deep.  The 
shaft  is  tSmhciad  with  9  by  8  inch  frames.  4  feet  apart,  and  lagged  with

tw»  150  H.  P.  boilers.    The  company  is  now  drlTing  entries  to 
wfO.  the  No.  1  mine  for  an  escapeway  and  will  soon  have  it  eom> 

Crei^  Coal  Co.  of  Chicago,  have  put  in  operation  a  mine  at 
on  the  Clover  Leaf  railroad  abo^t  thte^  tcAX^  ^onW^^x.  ^A 
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1>onnell8on.  Montgomery  county.     The  shafts  are  380  feet  deep  as  flniBhfld 
to  th<>  l)ottom  of  the  coal.    The  hoisting  shaft  has  two  hoisting  compartmenti 
<^  hy  9  feet  (^  inches  in  the  clear.     The  huntons  are  8  hy  8  inchea.  with  a 
S-inch  )>artition  and  S  by  8-inch  guides.     A  water  ring  catches  the  wilv 
from  the  drift  from  where  ii   is  taken  by  a  pipe  into  the  samp.     The  air 
ghaft   has  two  oompartments.  one  for  air  9  by  9  feet  4  inches  in  the  dear; 
thp  olher  is  intended  for  an  escapement  which  is  5  by  9  feet  4  inches  in  the 
clear.    There  is  a  solid  S-inch  partition  between  these  compartments.    In  the 
escapement  there  is  a  stairway  of  oak  lumber  with  handrails;  the  upper  part 
of  the  air  and  escaperaent  shaft  is  surrounded  by  concrete  re-enforoed  with 
oorriigated  iron  bars  to  keep  back  the  water:   a  pump  lodgement  is  made 
behind  this  concrete  dam  and  i he  water  is  pumped  up  for  use  In  the  boilers. 
The  concrete  lining  makes  the  shaft  dry.    Both  shafts  are  heaTily  timbend 
from  top  to  bottom. 

The  ventilating  fan  is  a  7  by  12^ -foot  Capell.  guaranteed  to  fumlah 
800,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  with  a  5-inch  guage:  the  fan  casing  is 
of  brick  and  steel  plate;  the  fan  is  nominally  a  blowing  fan,  but  it  is  ar- 
ranged to  quick  reverse. 

The  roof  of  the  tunnels  and  side  drift  are  of  re-enforced  concrete  to  aToid 
all  woodwork:  the  doors  are  made  of  heavy  steel  plate.  There  is  an  explo- 
sion door  immediately  over  the  airway. 

The  tipple  building  is  a  steel  tower  erected  by  the  Wisconsin  Bridge  and 
Iron  Company.  It  is  an  end  wind  with  shearer  B  feet  in  diameter.  Self- 
dumping  CAges  are  used,  the  coal  being  dumped  into  a  larger  hopper.  The 
shaking  screens,  designed  by  the  general  superintendent.  Greorge  R.  Rice, 
were  furnished  by  tJie  Duncan  Potmdry  &  Machine  Works.  They  are  8  feet 
wide  and  40  feet  long,  loading  the  coal  on  four  tracks.  A  box  car  loader  wOl 
be  installed  soon,  and  a  washery  is  now  being  erected.  The  raw  coal  to  l» 
washed  will  be  taken  from  the  shaking  screens  by  belt  to  the  top  of  tlis 
washery. 

The  hoisting  engines  are  22  by  36  inches.  The  drum  is  8  feet  in  diameter, 
and  is  furnished  with  two  post  brakes  and  a  winding  defvioe  which  auto' 
maticRlly  shuts  off  the  steam  and  sets  the  brakes.  This,  together  witb 
the  detaching  hooks,  makes  as  near  a  perfect  device  to  prevent  over-windiof 
as  is  possible.  In  mining  the  coal  is  cut  entirely  by  pimching  machines,  of 
which  the  company  has  20  Sullivan  now  in  operation;  also  one  SnUivan  and 
one  Norwalk  air  compressor.  The  compressor  room  is  large  enough  for  r 
another  compressor,  and  is  built  of  brick  with  iron  roof  trusses,  with  gra?Bl 
roofing.  The  boiler  room.  Immediately  adjacent  but  separated  \t! 
a  brick  wall,  is  also  of  brick  with  iron  trusses  and  gravel  ro(rf- 
Ing.  T1  now  contains  four  internally  fired  boilers  and  two  horlzontsi 
tubular  boilers,  all  giving  about  700  H,  P.  The  feed  water  is  heated  by  J 
Stillwell  heater,  all  of  the  exhaust  from  engines  and  pumps  passing  throiigk 
the  heater.  A  generator  in  the  power  room  furnishes  light  for  the  top 
works,  and  in  the  mine  immediately  near  the  bottom.  The  Intention  is  t» 
mine  the  coal  on  the  panel  system  of  1,000  foot  blocks.  Whien  the  mineii 
fully  opened  out  il  is  expected  to  produce  2,500  tons  per  day. 

Prospective  Mixes. 

The  Peabody  Coal  Co.  is  sinking  a  new  mine,  two  miles  north  of  NokonA 
Montgomery-   county.     The  escapement  shaft    is  10  by  15  feet  and  630  ftj 
deep,  and  is  now  down  to  the  coal,  a  seam  SM»  f^^  thick.    The  main  BhiB 
is  10  by  2r.  feet  and  8  inches  in  the  clear,  and  is  now  down  500  feet    TM 
company  intends  to  make  this  a  model  mine.     The  head  frame  and  gal*l 
will  be  of  steel.     Two  self-dumping  cages  9^^  by  12  feet  will  hoist  two  ag 
side  by  side,  each  car  having  a  capacity  of  3M»  tons.    Ropes  will  be  fasUm 
to  the  capes  with  self-detaching  hooks.     The  hoisting  engines  are  34  by  ^ 
inches  with  conical  drums  7  to  10  feet     There  are  six  boilers  6  by  18  ftj 
having  70  4-inch  flues,  and  a  steel  smoke  stack.     The  boiler  house  will* 
brick.  74  by  48  feet :  the  engine  room,  also  brick,  48  by  40  feet  with  compel 
tion    roofing  and   tile   coping.     The   other  buildings,  such  as  office,  shflli 
hnrns.    powder   house,   etc..  will  be  built    on    the   same   order.  Four  IdM 
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;ales  will  be  put  in,  with  ten-foot  shaker  screen  and  four  bar  screens;  also 
mr  weigh  baskets.  There  will  be  four  dead  chutes,  one  receiving  chute 
nd  one  loading  apron.  Three  steel  chutes  and  one  engine,  necessary  for 
riving  the  machinery  will  handle  the  coal  from  the  cages  to  the  railroad 
etrs.  A  drag  will  be  put  in  to  convey  coal  to  the  boiler  house.  A  Capell 
ui,  having  a  capacity  of  300,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute,  will  be  the 
entilator.  Everything  about  the  plant  will  be  equipped  with  the  latest  and 
est  machinery  and  material,  all  of  which  will  require  an  expenditure  of  at 
dast  $175,000.  When  the  mine  is  fully  opened  out  it  expects  to  produce 
,500  tons  of  coal  per  day. 

The  Bumwell  Coal  Company  is  sinking  a  new  mine  one  mile  north  of 
^itt,  Montgomery  county.  The  company  expect  to  reach  the  coal  at  600  feet. 
rhis  mine  will  also  be  of  large  capacity. 

The  White  Hall  Railway  Company,  White  Hall,  Greene  county,  expect  to 
>perate  two  small  coal  and  clay  mines.  One  shaft  is  now  down,  and  they 
ure  working  On  the  other.  It  is  expected  to  use  the  coal  to  -convert  the  Ciay 
Into  sewer  pipe  and  stoneware. 

The  Liovingston  Coal  Mining  Company,  Lovington,  Moultrie  county,  is 
making  slow  progress  with  its  shaft  on  account  of  the  water  and  sand  with 
t^hich  it  has  to  contend. 

Impbovements. 

The  following  Fmprovements  have  been  made  during  the  year: 

All  of  the  mines  in  this  district,  where  signals  are  required,  have  been 
Bqoipped  with  either  pneumatic  or  electric  signals.  Very  few,  however,  have 
sneased  the  bell 'wires. 

The  Royal  Colliery  Co.,  Virden,  Macoupin  county,  has  made  extensive  im- 
provements and  are  still  adding  more.  It  has  installed  an  improved  Christy 
box  car  loader;  built  a  shed  50  by  100  feet  over  the  scales  and  railroad 
tracks,  framed  and  covered  with  galvanized  iron;  and  has  also  put  in  a 
pump  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  used  both  for  a  boiler  feed  and  fire  extin- 
guisher, pipes  are  laid  around  the  plant  for  that  purpose.  In  addition  to 
the  Robinson  fan  already  in  use,  a  20-foot  Crawford  &  McCrimmon  fan  has 
been  erected,  so  arranged  that  either  or  both  can  be  used  at  the  same  time. 
This  will  insure  good  ventilation  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The  fans  are 
built  on  and  are  encased  in  brick  and  cement.  A  fire  proof  building  48  by  30 
teet  has  been  built,  to  be  used  for  carpenter  and  blacksmith  shops;  also  a 
granary  40  by  20  feet,  with  a  capacity  for  1,000  bushels  of  corn,  500  bushels 
of  oats,  30  tons  of  baled  hay,  with  two  stalls,  harness  and  feeding  space. 
The  company  is  now  erecting  a  1,500-ton  Stewart  washer,  and  installing  two 
new  boilers  of  300  H.  P.  each,  especially  made  for  this  plant,  with  smoke 
stacks  and  building  complete,  all  painted.  In  all  $70,000  will  be  spent  on 
improvements.    This  will  place  it  among  the  first  class  mines  of  the  State. 

The  O'Gara  Coal  Co.,  at  its  Green  Ridge  mine,  is  installing  an  electric  and 
coal  cutting  plant,  consisting  of  two  6  by  18  feet  Erie  boilers,  having  70 
4-inch  flues,  one  19  by  18-inch  Erie  automatic  engine,  one  Morgan-GTardner 
generator,  150  K.  W.,  250  volts;  one  8-ton  traction  motor.  The  engine  room 
has  been  enlarged,  and  new  boiler  house,  blacksmith  and  machine  repair 
shops  have  been  built.  Heavy  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  mine  for  the 
motor  road.  The  mine  has  been  wired  to  run  the  motor  and  the  Morgan- 
Gardner  chain  machine. 

The  Bering,  now  the  Bumwell  Coal  Co.,  Witt,  Montgomery  county,  has 
installed  two  new  72-iDch  boilers,  having  70  4-inch  flues,  18  feet  long,  150 
B.  P.  each.  A  brick  dynamo  house  has  been  built,  adjoining  the  engine 
>oom  on  the  west,  12  by  24  feet,  with  one  Atlas  engine  9  by  14  inches;  one 
75  Amp.,  250  volts,  Kester  electric  dynamo;  one  fan  house  frame,  concrete 
foundation;  one  20-foot  Crawford  &  McCrimmon  fan;  one  fan  engine  12  by 
84  inches  connected  direct  to  the  fan  shaft.  A  blacksmith  shop  30  by  50  feet 
has  been  built,  constructed  with  clay  building  blocks;  one  engine  7  by  10 
inches,  one  root  blower,  one  Ottumwa  tox  car  loader,  one  pair  of  hoisting 
Sdiglnes  24  by  36  inches,  and  two  conical  drums  7  to  9  feet.

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The  Smith  Lohr  Coal  Co.,  Pana,  Christian  county,  has  put  up  a  new  hMd 
gear;  built  a  very  large  dynamo  room,  and  installed  therein  one  175  K.  W. 
machine;  changed  the  track  guage  below  from  26  to  42  inches,  and  put  ia  1 
10-ton  motor  for  haulage. 

The  Superior  Coal  Co.  has  installed  at  its  No.  1  mine  near  GiUoipia^ 
Macoupin  county,  one  IngersoU-Sergeant  3-stage  high  pressure  air  ooni' 
pressor  for  the  purpose  of  running  two  16-ton  H.  K.  Porter  Co.'s  locomotiv<i> 
which  they  have  in  the  mine.  The  compressor  is  capable  of  compressing  air 
up  to  a  pressure  of  11,000  pounds  per  square  inch.  This  air  is  carried  in 
triple  strength  high  pressure  pipes  down  the  shaft  and  along  the  haulage 
roads,  where  charging  stations  are  located  for  the  purpose  of  filling  tanks 
on  the  locomotives.  The  track  is  laid  with  60-pound  rails,  split  switches  and 
60-foot  radius  curvatures.  At  present  these  are  the  only  air  locomotives  in 
the  State. 

The  Carlinyille  Coal  Co.,  Carlinville,  Macoupin  county,  ha|  bought  one 
100-ton  Fairbanks  R.  R.  scales,  72  feet  long,  to  replace  the  one  now  in  me, 
which  was  too  short. 

Abandoned  Mines. 

The  Consolidated  Coal  Co.*s  mine  at  Homsby,  Macoupin  county,  was 
abandoned  last  March.  All  the  machinery  and  equipment  were  removed. 
The  coal  from  this  mine  was  considered  among  the  best  going  into  the 
8t.  Louis  market 

The  Edinburg  Coal  Co.'s  mine,  Edinburg.  Christian  county,  was  ston^ 
in  October,  1906,  on  account  of  not  having  an  escapement  shaft.  The  coiB- 
pany  was  hoisting  coal  out  of  what  used  to  be  the  escapement  shaft,  tbe 
main  shaft  having  caved  in  and  was  completely  closed. 

Business  Changes. 

The  Prairie  Coal  Co.,  of  Chicago,  are  now  operating  the  mine  at  Nilwood, 
Macoupin  county. 

The  Dering  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  26  at  Witt,  Montgomery  county,  is  changfld 
to  the  Burnwell  Coal  Co.,  and  known  as  mine  No.  1. 

The  Newbent  Coal  Co.*s  north  mine  at  Pana,  Christian  county,  is  now 
operated  by  the  Pana  Coal  Co.,  and  designated  as  mine  No.  2. 

The  Springside  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Pana,  Christian  county,  is  now  owned 
by  the  Smith'Lohr  Coal  Mining  Co.,  Pana. 

Fatal  Accidents. 

July  17,  1906.  Chas.  Jenkins,  driver,  aged  18  years,  single,  employed  in  tlie 
Illinois  Collories  Co.'s  mine  at  Girard,  Macoupin  county,  was  killed  by  being 
kickod  off  his  seat  by  his  mule,  throwing  him  under  the  cars. 

August  2.  1906.  Eli  Davidson,  miner,  aged  63  years,  single,  and  William 
Corwin.  minor,  aged  22  years,  married,  were  both  killed  by  an  explosion  of 
powder  in  the  Carlinville  Coal  Co.*s  mine.  Carlinville,  Macoupin  county.  |= 
Davidson  was  putting  |)owder  into  a  keg  from  a  can  when  a  spark  from  Ui 
lamp  fell  into  the  v>owder,  causing  an  explosion  which  killed  Davidson  ifr 
stantly.  and  injuring  Corwin  so  badly  that  he  died  August  IS,  following.  B 
is  evident  that  Davidson  had  his  light  on  his  head  while  he  was  iianHifag 
the  powder,  and  doubtless  knew  that  he  was  violating  the  mining  law  in  sot 
hanging  his  W^thi  at  least  A\*e  feet  away,  and  in  such  a  position  that  the  air 
ourrent  oould  not  convey  the  si^arks  to  the  powder.  I  mention  tliis  tbat 
others  may  take  warning.    Corwin  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

A\ig\i«t  2,  1906.  Albert  Chaginski,  miner,  aged  35  years,  married,  employid 
in  the  Green  Ridge  Coal  Co/s  mine.  Green  Ridge,  Macoupin  county,  wm 
eaught  under  a  falling  clod  at  his  working  face,  injuring  him.  from  the  efleeti 
of  whteh  he  died  August  5  following.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  diild. 

August  4,  1906.  Noble  Harry,  timberman,  aged  72  years,  married,  ail 
Kngle  Bartagnolia^  timberman,  aged  46  years,  married,  were  both  killed  r 
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mine  No.  1  of  the  Superior  Coal  Co.,  Gillespie,  Macoupin  county.  They  were 
working  on  an  entry  timbering  when,  without  any  warning,  the  roof  fell  on 
them,  killing  them  instantly.  Harry  leaves  a  widow  and  two  growii  children; 
Bartagnolia  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

August  21,  1905.  Fritz  HoUenbeck,  miner,  aged  19  years,  single  employed 
in  mine  No.  6  of  the  Conaolidated  Coal  Co.,  at  Staunton,  Macoupin  county, 
was  caught  under  falling  coal  at  his  working  face,  killing  him  instantly. 

August  28,  1905.  Erastus  Bridges,  miner,  aged  58  years,  married,  working 
in  the  Green  Ridge  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Green  Ridge,  Macoupin  county,  was 
drilling  out  a  missed  shot  (in  violation  of  the  mining  law)  when,  for  some 
cause,  the  shot  exploded,  killing  him  instantly.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
child. 

August  28,  1905.  John  Micka,  miner,  aged  45  years,  single,  employed  in 
the  Newbent  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Pana,  Christi|ui  county,  was  injured  by  falling 
coal  at  his  working  face,  from  the  efTects  of  which  he  died  August  31  fol- 
lowing. 

September  5,  1905.  Peter  Brooks,  mine  manager,  aged  54  years,  married, 
employed  by  the  Stonington  Coal  Co.,  Stonington,  Christian  county,  was 
riding  out  of  the  shaft  in  a  sinking  bucket,  when  about  90  feet  up  from  the 
bottom  he  fell  out  of  the  bucket  to  the  bottom,  killing  him  almost  instantly. 
He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

September  15,  1905.  Ledly  Handel,  mine  manager,  aged  36  years,  mar- 
ried, employed  by  the  Stonington  Coal  Co.,  Stonington,  Christian  county, 
was  being  hoisted  out  of  the  shaft,  together  with  three  other  men,  on  a 
temporary  cage  (the  mine  being  in  course  of  equipment) ;  the  engineer  lost 
control  of  the  engine  and  could  not  stop  it  until  the  cage  was  drawn  to  the 
pulleys,  crushing  Handel  between  the  cage  and  the  pulley  timbers.  He  died 
before  they  could  get  him  out.  Two  of  the  other  three  men  had  jumped  oft 
the  cage  at  the  surface  landing;  the  other  man  was  taken  up  to  the  pulleys. 
All  three  received  injuries,  and  are  reported  in  the  non-fatal  injuries. 

September  28,  1905.  Joseph  Vose,  driver,  aged  21  years,  single,  employed 
in  mine  No.  1  of  the  Illinois  Collieries  Company,  at  Virden,  Macoupin  county. 
Deceased  was  bringing  out  his  first  trip  in  the  morning,  and  did  not  notice 
an  empty  car  which  stood  on  the  inside  end  of  the  double  parting  to  which 
he  was  pulling.  He  was  caught  between  this  car  and  his  trip,  crushing  him 
and  causing  his  death  that  evening. 

October  6,  1905.  William  Sauer,  loader,  aged  50  years,  married,  employed 
in  No.  10  mine  of  the  Consolidated  Coal  Co.,  Mt.  Olive,  Macoupin  county,  was 
caught  under  a  falling  clod  at  his  working  face  and  fatally  injured.  He  died 
the  next  day.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

October  11,  1905.  Floyd  Palmer,  trimmer,  aged  18  years,  employed  at  the 
Penwell  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Pana,  Christian  county.  Deceased  was  trying  to 
shut  off  the  steam  on  the  elevator  engine  which  was  running  away,  caused 
by  the  belt  slipping  oft,  when  the  fly-wheel  burst,  a  piece  of  which  struck 
I^lmer,  knocking  him  out  through  the  building  onto  the  railroad  tr^ck  and 
fatally  injuring  him.     He  died  in  about  four  hours. 

October  27,  1905.  James  Gray,  miner,  aged  27  years,  single,  employed  in 
mine  No.  1  of  the  Illinois  Collieries  Co.,  at  Virden,  Macoupin  county,  was 
loading  a  car  on  an  entry  where  electric  wires  were  strung  and  hanging 
within  eighteen  inches  of  the  side  of  the  car.  Deceased,  in  topping  the  car 
on  the  side  where  the  wires  were,  is  supposed  to  have  touched  them,  as  he 
fell  dead  into  the  entry. 

November  8,  1905.  Paul  Nisovitch,  top  laborer,  aged  43  years,  employed 
Bt  the  washery  of  the  No.  15  mine  of  the  Consolidated  Coal  Co.,  at  Mt.  Olive, 
iftacoupin  county,  was  caught  between  the  end  of  a  railroad  car  and  the 
unloader,  fatally  injuring  him,  and  causing  his  death  two  days  aiterwards. 
He  was  a  widower  and  leaves  two  children. 

December  11,  1905.  Frank  Struslk,  miner,  aged  23  years,  single,  employed 
In  mine  No.  2  of  the  Superior  Coal  Co.,  Gillespie,  Macoupin  county,  was 
caught  under  a  falling  clod  at  his  working  face,  receiving  injuries  from  the 
effects  of  which  he  died  February  2,  1906. 

January  27,  1906.  Penly  Johnson,  driver,  aged  17  years,  employed  at  the 
^yal  Ck>lliery  Co.'s  mine  at  Virden,  Macoupin  county,  was  caught  b^t's^^v^ 
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a  loaded  car  and  a  partly  opened  door,  which  he  was  trying  to  open  to  let 
the  mule  and  car  go  through,  and  injured,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died 
February  1,  1906. 

February  11,  1906.  Nicolas  Bonato,  sinker,  aged  52  years,  married,  em- 
ployed by  the  Peabody  Coal  Co.,  Nokomis,  Montgomery  county,  was  instantly 
killed  by  falling  ice  in  the  shaft.  For  a  few  days  prior  to  this  accident  it 
had  been  very  cold  and  much  ice  had  accumulated  on  the  sides  of  the  shaft 
near  the  top,  but  on  this  day  it  was  thawing  very  fast  and  a  large  body  of 
ice  gave  way,  falling  at  least  fifty  feet,  resulting  as  above  stated.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  six  children. 

February  21,  1906.  Andrew  Skalgia,  miner,  aged  38  years,  single,  employed 
by  the  Shoal  Creek  Coal  Co.,  Panama,  Montgomery  county,  was  killed.  De- 
ceased was  at  his  boarding  place,  having  worked  that  day,  and  had  volun- 
teered to  take  lunch  to  a  fello^  boarder  who  had  remained  in  the  mine  to 
work  an  extra  shift.  Skalgia  went  with  lunch  in  hand  into  the  engine  room 
and  asked  the  engineer  for  a  cage,  stating  for  what  purpose,  also  telling  Uie 
engineer  that  he  would  ring  three  bells  when  he  was  ready.  Just  at  that 
time  the  engineer  received  a  signal  from  below  that  men  wanted  to  come  up 
and  proceeded  to  hoist  them.  In  the  meantime,  Skalgia  had  walked  to  the 
shaft  and  while  the  cages  were  in  motion  rang  three  bells  to  the  engineer 
and  walked  into  the  shaft,  falling  onto  the  descending  cage  about  400  feet 
below.    He  was  killed  instantly. 

February  23,  1906.  Edward  E.  Taulbee,  mine  examiner,  aged  30  years, 
married,  and  William  Mason,  aged  21  years,  single,  a  machine  runner,  both 
employed  in  the  Hillsboro  Coal  Co.*s  mine  at  Hillsboro,  Montgomery  county, 
were  caught  under  falling  slate  and  instantly  killed.  At  the  face  of  the 
entry  where  Mason  and  his  partner  were  working  they  had  mined  one  cut 
with  the  electric  machine  and  had  just  moved  the  machine  into  a  place  ready 
to  mine  the  second  cut  when  Taulbee  came  In.  All  three  were  standing; 
Mason  and  Taulbee  on  one  side  of  the  machine  and  Mason's  partner  on  the 
other.  Mason  was  telling  Taulbee  about  some  repairs  that  had  been  made 
on  the  machine  that  day,  which  were  not  satisfactory,  when,  without  the 
slightest  warning,  about  twenty  tons  of  coal  and  slate  fell  on  Mason  and 
Taulbee.  Mason's  partner  happened  to  be  in  the  comer  of  the  enry  and  was 
not  hurt.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

February  27,  1906.  Thomas  Shehan,  miner,  aged  17  years,  single,  was 
working  with  his  father  in  the  Christian  County  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Taylor- 
ville.  Christian  county.  Deceased  was  loading  his  car  from  a  large  pile  of 
loose  coal  at  the  face.  While  shoveling  at  the  bottom  of  the  pile  it  relieved 
a  large  'lump  that  was  on  the  top,  and  which,  rolling  down,  caught  him, 
killing  him  almost  instantly. 

March  29,  1906.  Elisha  Bean,  miner,  aged  45  years,  married,  employed  at 
the  Shoal  Creek  Coal  Co.'s  mine  at  Panama,  Montgomery  county,  was  in- 
stantly killed  by  coal  flying  from  a  shot  that  he  had  just  lighted.  It  i« 
supposed  that  the  squib  was  defective  because  he  had  not  moved  away  when 
the  shot  went  off.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

June  25.  1906.  Oscar  Furry,  driver,  aged  28  years,  married,  employed  In 
mine  No.  1  of  the  Superior  Coal  Co..  Gillespie,  Macoupin  county,  was  crushed 
under  pit  cars  while  bringing  out  a  loaded  trip.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
children. 

There  was  another  fatal  accident  in  this  district  during  the  year,  but  as 
the  person  killed  was  not  an  employ^  at  the  mines  it  is  not  Included  in  the 
list  of  fatal  accidents.  This  accident  occurred  November  3,  1905,  at  mine 
No.  1  of  the  Superior  Coal  Co..  Gillespie,  Macoupin  county.  J.  D.  Hurd,  a 
hotel  man  living  near  Gillespie,  went  to  this  mine  for  some  purpose  not 
known.  The  gates  at  the  mouth  of  the  shaft  were  necessarily  open,  and  an 
employe  of  the  mine  was  clearing  away  coal  that  had  fallen  from  the  pit 
cars.  Hurd  walked  by  this  employ^  into  the  shaft,  falling  to  the  bottom,  a 
distance  of  over  300  feet.

The  counties  comprising  the  district  shows  a  net  increase  of  814,340  tons. 
'Which  is  due  to  the  increased  output  of  the  mines  of  the  Mt.  Olive  and 
Staunton  Coal  Co.,  and  the  new  Staunton  Coal  Co.  in  Madison  county,  also 
of  the  St.  Louis  and  OTallon  Coal  Co.'s  Nos.  1  and  2  mines,  and  the  new 
mine  No.  17  of  the  Consolidated  Coal  Co.,  in  St  Clair  county.  This  is  a 
large  output  for  these  counties,  considering  that  three-fourths  of  the  mines 
▼ere  under  suspension  for  nearly  three  months  during  the  year.  There  are 
two  commercial  mines  in  St.  Clair  county,  the  "Ruhy"  mine  at  Caseyville, 
and  the  "Beatty"  at  Shiloh  Valley,  which  have  not  heen  operated  during  the 
year.  These  mines  are  now  in  condition  so  that  they  may  be  operated  at 
any  time. 

New  Mines. 

A  new  mine  has  been  opened  during  the  year  by  the  Pocahontas  Mining 
Co.,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  east  of  Pocahontas  o©  the  Vandalia  railroad.  In  Bond 
county.  The  main  shaft  is  down  386  feet  The  coal  seam  will  run  7V^  to  8 
feet  in  thickness,  and  coal  is  now  being  hoisted.  It  is  the  intentiqn  to  make 
this  a  No.  1  mine.  It  is  equipped  with  double  engines,  Danville  make,  23  by 
86  inches.  The  boilers  are  6  by  18  feet;  dump  cages  and  air  compressor.  The 
coal  is  to  be  mined  by  IngersoU-Sargeant  coal  cutting  machines,  which  will 
be  put  in  later.    The  coal  appears  to  be  of  good  quality,  but  rather  soft 

The  Mulberry  Hill  Coal  Co.  has  opened  up  a  new  shaft  about  one  mile 
southeast  of  Freeburg  in  St  Clair  county,  on  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad.  The  main  and  air  shafts  are  both  sunk.  The  shafts  are  150  feet 
deep.  The  coal  seam  is  7  feet  thick.  One  boiler  is  72  inches  by  18  feet,  with 
70  4-inch  tubes,  and  a  double  first  motion  engine  18  by  32  Inches,  with  • 
5-foot  drum,  supplied  by  the  Aetna  Machinery  and  Foundry  Co.,  of  Sprii 
field,  Illinois.

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Fatal  Accidents. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  fatal  accidents  that  have  hap- 
pened in  the  eighth  inspection  district  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 
July  17,  1905.  James  Harrison,  miner,  aged  50  years,  married,  was  injured 
tt  the  St.  Louis  and  O'Fallon  Coal  Co.'s  No.  1  mine,  near  Belleville,  St.  Clair 
K>unty.  He  was  in  the  act  of  loading  a  mine  car  when  a  large  piece  of  slate 
!ell  and  caught  him.  He  died  13  hours  after  the  accident.  He  leaves  a 
i^idow  and  five  children. 

July  19,  1905.  Napolian  Goalby,  shot  firer,  aged  41  years,  single,  was  killed 
it  Donk  Bros.'  Coal  and  Coke  Co.'s  No.  3  mine  at  Troy,  Madison  county. 
Deceased  had  lighted  a  shot  in  a  room  on  the  left  rib.  The  shot  was  opposite 
a  cross-cut  coming  through  from  the  next  room.  He  went  into  the  cross-cut 
in  the  next  room  to  fire  a  shot,  when  the  shot  from  the  first  room  blew  into 
the  cross-cut,  throwing  the  coal,  which  caught  him.  He  was  killed  instantly. 
July  25,  1905.  George  Pearson,  driver,  aged  35  years,  married,  was  killed 
at  the  Madison  Coal  Corporation's  No.  4  mine  at  Glen  Carbon,  Madison 
county.  He  fell  in  front  of  a  loaded  trip,  bruising  his  body  so  badly  that  he 
died  later.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

August  7,  1905.  George  Strebel,  miner,  aged  45  years,  married,  was  in- 
jured at  the  St.  Louis  and  O'Fallon  Coal  Co.'s  No.  1  mine  at  Belleville,  St. 
Clair  county,  by  falling  rock  at  the  working  face.  He  died  from  the  injuries 
received,  September  17,  1905.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

August  8,  1905.  John  F.  Rebeck,  blaster  and  loader,  aged  18  years,  single, 
was  injured  by  falling  slate  in  the  Madison  Coal  Corporation's  No.  2  mine  at 
Glen  Carbon,  Madison  county,  from  which  injuries  he  died  at  his  home  in 
Edwardsville,  May  10,  1906. 

August  26,  1905.  Reinold  Haase,  miner,  aged  18  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  a  fall  of  slate  at  the  working  face,  in  the  Mount  Olive  and  Staunton  Coal 
Go.'s  No.  1  mine  at  Staunton,  Madison  county. 

October  11,  1905.  Daniel  Hopp,  shot  firerer,  aged  38  years,  married,  was 
injured  by  a  fall  of  clod  in  the  Southern  Coal  and  Mining  Co.'s  No.  6  mine 
at  Belleville,  St  Clair  county.

He  was  making  a  flying  switch  and  fell  from  the  rear  end  of  the  motor.  The 
empty  cars  ran  over  him. 

John  Delaney,  miner,  aged  48  years,  married,  was  killed 
l>y  a  fall  of  rock  near  the  working  face  of  his  entry  in  the  Donk  Bros.  Coal 
and  Coke  Co.'s  No.  1  mine  at  Donkville,  Madison  county.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  five  children. 

October  27,  1905.  Henry  Sweby,  miner,  aged  40  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  falling  rock  near  the  working  face  of  the  entry  in  the  Donk  Bros.  Coal 
and  Coke  Co.'s  No.  1  mine  at  Donkville,  Madison  county.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  two  children. 

November  8,  1905.  Joseph  Bowman,  machine  helper,  aged  56  years,  mar- 
ried, was  killed  by  falling  coal  from  the  face  of  the  room  in  the  Mt.  Olive 
anjd  Staunton  Coal  Co.'s  No.  1  mine  at  Staunton,  Madison  county.  He  leaves 
a  Widow  and  five  children. 

December  30,  1905.  William  Koch,  miner,  aged  22  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  coal  at  the  face  of  the  entry,  in  the  Breeze-Trenton  Coal  Co.'s  mine 
at  Trenton,  Clinton  county.

June  23,  1906.  Joseph  Abrahams,  blaster  and  loader,  aged  28  years,  mar- 
ried, was  killed  by  falling  clod  at  the  working  face,  in  the  New  Staunton 
CiOal  Co.'s  mine  at  Livingston,  Madison  county.    He  leaves  a  widow.

The  counties  of  Clinton,  Jefterson  and  Marion  show  a  decrease  in  tonnage 
from  last  jear,  aggregating  404,151  tons,  that  of  Marion  county  being  over  a 
<|ttarter  of  a  million  of  tons.  Notwithstanding  this  large  decrease  it  is  over 
«ome  by  the  increase  in  tonnage  of  Franklin,  Perry  and  Randolph  counties. 
Tranklin  county  shows  an  increase  of  250,442  tons,  or  over  183  per  cent.

William  Teeples,  shot  firer,  aged  49  years,  married,  em- 
ployed in  the  Pittenger  and  Davis  mine  No.  4,  Centralia,  Marion  county 
went  back  to  examine  a  shot  that  he  supi>osed  had  missed  fire,  when  the  shot 
exploded,  the  flying  coal  killing  him  instantly.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two 
children. 

March  27,  1906.    William  H.  Jeremiah,  shot  firer,  aged  45  years,  employed 
in   the  Willis  Coal   Co.'s  mine,   Willisville,   Perry  county,   had   lit  a  shot 
In  one  room  and  went  into  the  adjoining  room  when  the  shot  exploded,' 
blowing  through  the  pillar.    A  piece  of  coal  from  the  shot  struck  him  on  the 
forehead,  killing  him  instantly.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 
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May  5,  1906.  Florin!  Boucher,  sinker,  aged  26  years,  single,  employed  in 
the  United  Coal  Ck>.'s  mine  at  Christopher,  Franklin  county,  when  a 
loaded  bucket  had  nearly  reached  the  top  landing  it  overturned,  the  contents 
lUling  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft.  Part  of  the  slate  struck  deceased  on  the 
bead,  causing  instant  death.

New  Mines. 

The  Lake  Creek  Ck>al  Co.,  Williamson  county,  has  sunk  a  shaft  two  miles 
north  of  Johnson  City.  This  shaft  is  319  feet  deep  and  is  10  by  14  feet  in 
the  clear.  The  seam  is  10  feet  thick  and  good  coal.  This  is  No.  7  seam  of 
the  geological  section.  The  company  has  installed  a  pair  of  first  motion 
engines  20  by  30  inches,  made  at  Danville,  Illinois.  Two  Eagle  boilers,  6 
by  18  feet,  with  70  4-inch  flues.  The  tower  is  built  of  steel  and  is  SO  feet 
high;  self  dumping  cages  are  used,  and  a  shaker  screen,  which  was  put 
up  by  the  Illinois  Construction  Co.  The  boiler  room  is  27  by  41  feet,  and  the 
engine  house  is  26  by  36  feet,  both  built  of  pressed  brick.  The  blacksnith 
shop  is  30  by  60  feet,  fitted  with  a  drill  press  and  lathe,  so  that  the  company 
is  prepared  to  do  its  own  repair  work.  The  sinking  of  the  air  shaft  has 
been  started.  It  will  be  9  by  13  feet.  Coal  was  reached  at  ttis  shaft  August 
9,  1905,  but  no  branch  ridlroad  has  yet  been  built  to  the  mine.  It  is  the  in- 
tention to  connect  the  branch  with  the  Iron  Mountain  and  the  Chicago  and 
Eastern  Illinois  railroads. 

The  Hamlock  Coal  Co.  has  sunk  a  new  shaft  one-half  mile  south  of  Herrin, 
in  Williamson  county.  This  shaft  is  8 1^  by  15  feet  and  is  137  feet  deep,  to 
a  9^  foot  vein  of  coal,  which  was  reached  October  5,  1905.  No  coal  has  yet 
been  shipped  from  this  mine.  The  company  is  waiting  for  a  railroad 
switch  to  be  built  to  connect  with  the  Iron  Mountain  and  the  Chicago  4k 
Eastern  Illinois  railroads.  A  pair  of  first  motion  engines  have  been  in- 
stalled by  the  Aetna  Foundry  &  Machine  Works,  at  Springfield,  Illinois. 
The  engines  are  18  by  36  inches,  with  a  5-foot  drum  and  a  1%  inch  cable. 
Two  boilers,  5  by  16  feet,  with  44  4-inch  flues.  The  company  has 
started  to  sink  the  air  shaft,  which  is  8^  by  13^  feet.  The  head  frame  is  60 
toet  with  a  shaker  screen.  The  company  is  ready  to  ship  coal  .^ust  as  soon  as 
ooimection  is  made  with  the  railroad.  This  shaft  is  built  for  a  2,000  ton 
capacity  per  day. 

The  West  Virginia  Coal  Co.  has  sunk  a  new  shaft  Iwo  and  one-half  miles 
northeast  of  Marion,  Williamson  county.  The  depth  of  the  shaft  is  108  feet, 
and  is  9)^  by  15  feet.  A  7  foot  seam  of  coal  was  reached  April  14,  1906.  The 
company  has  put  in  a  pair  of  flrst  motion  engines  18  by  32  inches,  made  by 
tbe  Crawford  &  McCrimmon  Co.,  Brazil,  Indiana.  The  drum  is  from  5  to 
Hi  feet,  'With  a  1%  inch  cable.  The  boiler  is  6  by  18  feet,  with  72  4-inch 
made  by  the  Gem  City  Boiler  Co.,  Da3rton,  Ohio.    The  wood  frame  head 
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tower  is  70  feet  high;  the  cages  are  self-dumping,  of  the  Bond  patent,  made 
by  the  Ellison  Machinery  ft  Foundry  Co.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  with  shalrer 
screens.  The  sheave  wheels  are  6  feet  in  diameter.  The  sinking  of  the  air 
shaft  has  been  started;  it  is  11%  by  7%  feet.  The  company  has  not  as  yet 
shipped  any  coal  from  this  mine,  but  is  waiting  for  the  building  of  a  switch 
from  the  Iron  Mountain  railroad.  The  capacity  of  tUs  shaft  will  be  firom 
1,500  to  2,000  tons  per  day. 

The  National  Mining  Co.  has  put  down  a  new  shaft  two  miles  east  of 
Eldorado,  Saline  county.  The  shaft  is  13  by  9  feet  and  the  depth  is  S87 
feet.  A  6-foot  vein  of  coal  was  reached,  which  is  known  as  seam  Na  6. 
A  pair  of  hoisting  engines  have  been  installed,  20  by  86  inches,  they  are  the 
Keck  Gonnerman  make.  The  drum  is  6  feet  in  diameter  with  a  doable 
brake.  The  boilers  are  the  Atlas  make,  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  are  6  by  16  feet, 
with  6-inch  tubes,  300  horse  power.  The  hoisting  rope  is  1%  inches  in 
diameter.  The  wooden  head  tower  is  70  feet  high.  The  cages  are  self- 
dumping  with  shaker  screen,  Parker  make,  and  an  Ottumwa  box  car  loader. 
The  air  shaft  is  down,  10  by  10  feet.  The  fan  is  Keck  Gk>nnerman  make, 
16  feet  in  diameter.  This  mine  is  located  on  the  Louisyille  ft  NashvUle 
railroad.    The  first  coal  was  shipped  June  17,  1905. 

The  Big  Muddy  Coal  ft  Iron  Co.'s  shaft  No.  9  is  just  completed.    It  is 
located  in  township  8,  Jackson  county.    The  hoisting  shaft  is  9  feet  1  inch 
by  18  feet  6  inches  inside  of  timbers,  with  two  cageways,  each  6  feet  10 
inches  by  9  feet  1  inch,  also  a  stair  and  pipe  way  8  feet  6  inches  by  9  teet  1 
inch  in  the  north  end  of  shaft.    The  air  shaft  is  8%feet  by  18  2-3  feet  inside   | 
of  timbers,  with  stair  and  manway  in  the  south  end  of  shaft  4%  feet  by  8%   f 
feet.    The  air  way  is  8%  feet  by  14  feet  2  inches,  with  a  division  of  8  by  10  i 
inch  buntons  running  through  the  center  of  air  way.    The  depth  to  the  coal 
is  107%  feet.    The  coal  is  6%  feet  in  both  shafts.    Both  shafts  are  timbored 
with  8  by  8  inch  timbers  through  the  surface  and  with  3  by  10  Inch  long 
leaf  yellow  pine  through  the  slate,  treated  with  a  wood  preserratiye.    Fried- 
stadt  interlocking  channel  irons  16  feet  long  were  used  in  going  through  ft 
14-foot  strata  of  quicksand  in  the  hoisting  shaft,  and  United  States  interlock- 
ing steel  piling  14  feet  long  was  used  in  going  through  a  12-foot  strata  of 
quicksand  in  the  air  shaft 

The  tipple  Is  built  of  long  leaf  yellow  pine,  and  is  equipped  with  self- 
duAping  cages,  and  four  tracks.  Each  track  has  a  78-foot  United  States  trade 
scafe  under  the  tipple  so  that  the  empty  and  loaded  cars  are  weighed  stand- 
ing.   A  box  car  loader  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  it  is  needed. 

The  shaking  screens  are  of  steel,  8  feet  wide,  perforated  sheets  extending 
over  4  tracks,  over  which  7  grades  of  coal  can  be  made  in  the  different  com- 
binations of  the  screen. 

The  engine  house  of  brick,  22  by  32  feet,  at  the  north  end  of  the  shaft 
and  contains  a  pair  of  18  by  36  inch  first  motion,  Danville  hoisting  engines, 
equipped  with  both  foot  and  steam  brakes,  also  an  automatic  device  to  pre- 
vent overwinding. 

The  boiler  house  is  44  by  92  feet,  north  of  engine  house,  with  ballooB 
frame,  covered  and  sided  with  galvanized  iron.  It  contains  four  boilers  11 
inches  by  18  feet,  with  70  4-inch  fines.  Two  boilers  are  set  to  exch  battery, 
and  there  is  room  for  four  more  boilers  of  same  size,  when  needed.  TlM 
boilers  are  supplied  with  coal  by  a  conveyor  running  from  the  tipple  to 
the  boiler  house. 

The  power  house  is  44  by  54  feet,  balloon  frame,  covered  and  sided  nfXk 
galvanized  iron,  and  contains  one  20  by  42  inch  Allis-Chalmers  300  H.  P. 
Corliss  engine  at  92  R.  P.  M.,  with  a  15-foot  fly  wheel,  grooved  for  18  14aA 
ropes,  and  drives  a  226  K.  W.  Crocker-Wheeler  generator.  250  volts,  direct 
current 

The  switch-board  has  two  pannels  equipped  with  buss  bar  and  Weslai 
voltnieter  Imd  1,000  ampere  ammeter,  one  main  circuit  breaker  and  thiei 
smaller  circuit  breakers  with  fuses  on  each  line.  There  are  four 
running  from  the  switch-board  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  two  for 
machines,  one  for  lights  and  one  for  haulage,  so  connected  up  that  a 
'circuit  on  one  line  does  not  affect  any  other.    The  cables  are  lead 
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and  well  insulated;  lightning  arrestors  are  placed  on  eadi  line  outside  of 
the  power  house^  and  all  cables  are  carried  under  cover  from  the  power 
house  te  the  shaft  There  is  sufficient  room  in  the  power  house  for  a  duplicate 
plant. 

The  fan  is  10-foot  Robinson  pattern,  guaranteed  to  produce  100,000  cubic 
feet 'per  minutiB,  and  a  2-inch  water  guage' at  350  R.  P.  M.  These  are 
enclosed  in  a  cast-iron  housing  and  connected  to  the  air  shaft  by  a  concrete 
conduiit,  driven  by  a  10  by  20  inch  plain  slide  valve  engine,  with  a  rope  drive. 

The  main  bottom  entry  of  the  shaft  runs  nearly  east  and  west,  14  feet 
wide  and  7^  feet  high  and  400  feet  long,  on  each  side  of  the  shaft.  There 
are  two  tracks,  3^  feet  gauge,  laid  with  30-pound  steel  rails,  cross  bars  12 
1^  12  inches  long  leaf  yellow  pine,  set  4  feet  from  center  to  center,  lagging 
3  by  12  inches.  The  coal  is  caged  from  the  west  side  of  the  shaft,  and 
«mpty  cars  are  run  to  the  east  side  by  gravity.  There  is  a  parallel  entry 
I  feet  widb  and  arched,  on  each  side  of  the  main  bottom  entry,  making  a 
tfarte  entry  system  on  the  bottom,  with  a  30-f6ot  pillar  between  the  m&in 
bottom  entry  and  the  parallel  entries.  The  bottom  is  so  arranged  that  the 
motor  can  bring  the  loads  to  the  loaded  side  of  shaft  without  making  a 
funning  switch;  200  feet  is  the  greatest  distance  necessary  for  the  motor  to 
travel  without  a  load. 

The  pannel  system  will  be  adopted  in  mining,  and  three  entry  systems  on 
all  entries  except  the  pannel,  where  the  two  entry  system  will  be  used. 
There  will  be  two  air  courses  and  three  traveling  ways  leading  to  the  air 
shaft  from  the  main  entries. 

Two  Sullivan  electric  chain  machines  are  at  work  at  the  present  time, 
making  an  undercut  6%  deep  by  5%  feet  high.  More  machines  will  be  in* 
stalled  as  soon  as  needed.  The  general  plans  and  construction,  both  above 
and  below  ground,  for  safe,  efficient  and  economical  operation  of  the  prop- 
erir  are  considered  to  be  second  to  none  in  the  State.

The  company  failed  to  give  any  reason  for  not  working  this  mine.

'^**  which  is  located  two  miles  northeast  of  Herrin,  Williamson  county. 
TluB  company  has  had  some  trouble  in  sinking  through  sand  and  water, 
which  has  delayed  the  work.  However,  the  shaft  is  now  about  down  to  the 
eoal  and  preparations  are  being  made  to  begin  the  sinking  of  the  escapement

July  30,  1905.  Benjamin  Harris,  top  laborer,  aged  34  years,  married,  ear 
ployed  by  the  Big  Muddy  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  at  mine  No.  8,  Clifford,  WilliamMD 
county,  was  Injured  while  eneaged  in  pinching  an  empty  coal  car  down  to 
the  shaft.  An  engine  bached  some  cars  in  and  his  arm  was  caught  between 
tbe  cars.  The  arm  had  to  be  amputated,  causing  his  death.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  four  children. 

Augnat  3,  1905,  Bart  Endrizzle.  miner,  aged  45  years,  married,  was  in- 
stantly killed  by  falling  elate  while  employed  at  the  Johnson  City  ft  Big 
Muddy  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  1.  Johnson  City,  He  leaves  a  widow  and  sevMi 
children, 

August  11,  1905.  Charles  Lobby,  miner,  aged  32  years,  married,  employe* 
at  the  mine  of  the  Chicago  &  Marlon  Goal  Co,,  Marion.  Williamson  connty, 
was  loading  coal  under  a  piece  of  slate  that  had  been  marked  "danger"  bj 
the  mine  examiner.  Deceased  had  been  trying  to  get  it  down  but  failed  and 
went  on  loading  his  car,  when  the  piece  of  slate  fell  on  him,  killing  bim 
Inetantiy.  Props  were  in  the  room  and  he  could  have  put  them  under  tbf 
slate,  but  failed  to  do  so.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

November  2B,  1905.  W.  A.  McNeil,  miner,  aged  24  years,  married,  employed 
with  the  Robert  Dick  Coal  Co.,  near  Cambria,  Williamson  county,  was  burned 
to  death  while  sitting  at  the  powder  box  making  up  the  powder.  His  partner, 
Monroe  Grain,  was  cleaning  out  a  blasting  barrel  with  a  squib.  The  sqnit 
was  lighted  and  went  through  the  barrel  Into  the  open  can  of  powder,  setting 
the  powder  on  fire.  He  died  at  10:00  o'clock  the  same  day,  and  leaves  i 
widow  and  one  child. 

December  6,  1905.  John  Calcaterra,  miner,  aged  19  years,  was  killed  at  tlif 
Big  Muddy  Coal  &  Iron  Company's  shaft  No.  7,  Herrin,  Williamson  county. 
It  Is  supposed  that  the  dinner  pail  of  deceased  caught  in  a  button  In  golnE 
up  tbe  shaft,  and  that  he  lost  hla  balance,  falling  from  the  cage. 

December  7.  190G.  William  Walters,  shot  Orer,  aged  35  years,  single,  eifr 
ployed  at  tbe  O'Gara  Coal  Co.  No.  3,  Harrlsburg,  Saline  county,  wbb  shootlai 
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a  hole  in  the  face  of  the  second  south  entry  on  the  east  side.    The  hole  we 
drilled  in  on  the  dead,  to  the  extent  of  5^  feet,  which  caused  a  blown  out 
shot.     Death  was  caused  by  suffocation. 

December  14,  1905.  Charles  Hawkins,  miner,  aged  29  years,  married,  em- 
ployed by  the  Dempsey  Brothers  at  Bquality,  Gallatin  county,  lost  his  life 
by  dropping  Are  from  his  lamp  into  the  powder  while  making  a  cartridge. 
He  was  helped  out  of  the  mine  by  miners  and  died  the  same  day.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  two  children. 

December  19,  1905.  John  Postle,  superintendent,  aged  43  years,  married, 
employed  at  the  Peabody  Coal  Co.,  No.  3,  Marion,  Williamson  county,  lost 
his  life  while  trying  to  st8^rt  a  stationary  engine  that  was  used  to  pull  cars 
down  the  track.  The  supposition  is  that  the  engine  got  on  the  center  land  he 
put  his  foot  on  the  fly  wheel  to  get  off,  with  the  steam  on  the  engine,  land 
when  the  engine  started,  it  threw  him  into  the  gearing  of  the  pinion  wheel, 
killing  him  instantly.  No  one  witnessed  the  accident.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  two  children. 

December  29, 1905.  William  Overly,  driver,  aged  18  years,  single,  employed 
at  the  Peobody  Coal  Co.'s  mine  No.  2,  Marion,  Williamson  county,  lost  his 
life  while  driving  a  team  of  mules,  and  riding  in  front  of  the  car.  The  lead 
mule  stopped,  causing  the  rear  mule  to  back  up,  deceased  in  jumping  off  of 
tl^e  car  was  caught  between  the  car.  and  rib.  He  was  Injured  internally  and 
died  one  week  later. 

January  4,  1906.  James  Winning,  miner,  aged  66  years,  married,  employed 
at  the  Hafer  Washed  Coal  Co.,  Carterville,  Williamson  county,  was  walklnig 
towards  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  a  driver  was  going  in  with  a  trip  of  cars, 
having  his  back  to  the  mule,  guiding  the  cars  over  a  switch.  Deceased  did 
not  notice  the  driver  coming,  and  the  cars  struck  him  on  the  right  side.  He 
died  twelve  hours  after  the  accident  and  leaves  a  widow  an  deleven  children. 

February  23,  1906.  T.  L.  Beers,  top  laborer,  aged  25  years,  married,  em- 
ployed at  the  Big  Muddy  Coal  &  Iron  Co.'s  mine  No.  8,  Clifford,  Williamson 
county,  was  taking  off  and  putting  on  picks  on  a  cage.  He  signaled  the  en-^ 
gineer  to  lower  the  cage.  It  was  evident  he  was  not  far  enough  away  from 
the  cage,  and  fell  into  the  shaft  after  the  cage.  His  instructions  were  to 
put  the  bar  across  the  shaft  before  signaling  the  cage  away.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  two  children. 

March  31,  1906.  Bruce  S.  BUis,  eager,  aged  37  years,  married,  employed  at 
the  Carterville  Coal  Co.'s  mine,  Carterville,  Williamson  county,  was  caught  be- 
tween the  cage  and  the  door-head  of  the  shaft  He  was  in  the  act  of  pulling 
a  Gsar  back  onto  the  cage  so  that  he  could  secure  it.  The  cage  was  tak^n 
away,  killing  him  instantly.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

Hay  25,  1906.  Howard  Hunter,  miner,  aged  61  years,  single,  employed 
at  the  St.  Louis  A  Big  Muddy  Coal  Co.,  Dewmaine,  Williamson  county, 
was  killed  by  falling  slate  while  loading  his  car.  He  had  been  notified  ttt 
ke^  out  until  the  place  had  been  timbered,  but  paid  no  attention  and  went 
to  work.    He  was  injured  internally  and  died  the  same  day. 

June  13,  1906.  Charles  Baumer,  machine  runner,  aged  55  years,  married, 
employed  at  the  Oartside  Coal  Co.'s  No.  3  mine,  Murphysboro,  Jackson 
county,  was  trying  to  get  on  to  the  cage  after  it  had  started  up  the  shaft 
and  fell  backwards.  His  shoulders  were  dislocated,  and  he  received  other 
injuries.  This  accident  was  caused  by  the  carelessness  of  deceased.  He  died 
the  same  day,  and  leaves  a  wodow  and  four  children. 

Two  other  deaths  occurred  to  miners  in  this  district  during  the  year,  but 
as  both  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes,  they  are  therefore  not  included 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  accidents. 

October  15,  1905,  Joseph  Malandrone,  an  Italian,  miner,  aged  50  years, 
married,  died  from  heart  trouble.  He  was  employed  in  the  No.  7  mine  of  the 
Big  Muddy  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  at  Herrin. 

January  13,  1906,  Bert  Welch,  miner,  aged  27  years,  single,  employed  In 
mine  A  of  the  Chicago  &  Carterville  Coal  Co.,  Herrin,  died  from  neuralgia 
of  the  heart.

This  is  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  free  employment  offices  of  the 
State,  and  presents  the  work  of  these  offices  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1906.  There  are  four  of  these  offices  maintained  by  the 
State ;  three  in  Chicago  and  one  in  Peoria.  The  Chicago  offices  were 
established  in  August,  1899;  the  Peoria  office  in  July,  1901.  The  work 
of  these  offices  for  the  past  year  has  increased  over  that  of  any  prev- 
ious year.  The  number  of  persons  registering  for  employment  during 
the  past  year  was  57489 ;  for  the  year  previous  the  number  was  45,323 ; 
this  shows  a  gain  of  12,166  or  26.84  P^r  cent.  The  number  of  positions 
secured  was  53,617;  the  year  previous  the  number  was  39,598,  show- 
ing a  gain  for  this  year  of  14,019  or  35.4  per  cent.  While  this  marked 
increase  appears  for  those  sedcing  employment  there  has  been  a 
greater  increase  in  the  demand  from  employers  for  help,  for  the  past 
year  60,908  employers  made  application  for  help;  for  the  previous 
year  the  number  was  44,577,  showing  an  increase  of  16,331  or  36.64 
per  cent. 

These  numbers  of  course  represent  only  the  persons  whose  names 
are  enrolled  on  the  books,  while  in  addition,  there  are  perhaps  many 
times  the  number  who  call  at  these  offices  and  ask  numerous  questions. 
So  it  will  be  evident  that  the  persons  in  charge  of  these  offices  are 
kept  busy  during  all  of  the  office  hours  of  each  day. 

Some  criticisms  have  been  made  in  different  quarters  that  persons 
applying  for  employment  at  these  offices  are  not  of  the  skilled  class  of 
workers,  but  are  merely  common  laborers.  Such  criticisms  are  unjust 
and  wholly  erroneous,  as  may  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  classi- 
fications of  occupations  shown  in  these  reports. 

It  is  found  and  shown  in  table  16  that  of  the  males  registered  during 
the  year  for  positions  such  occupations  classed  as  clerical,  commercial, 
professional,  trades  and  transportations,  6,372  were  secured  positions ; 
last  year  in  the  same  occupations  3,535  obtained  positions.  For  females 
in  the  same  occupations,  excepting  transportation,  positions  were 
secured  during  this  year  for  720,  last  year  the  number  was  580.  Con- 
sidering both  sexes  the  total  number  was  7,092  who  were  secured 
positions  in  occupations  demanding  more  or  less  trained  ability.

My  experience  in  this  line  shows  that  some  men  seeking  release  will  write 
letters  promising  to  do  all  that  is  good,  and  are  willing  to  work  at  anything. 
The  fact  is,  that  after  securing  their  release,  they  do  everything  that  is  bad, 
and  are  very  hard  to  satisfy  with  work. 

"You  can  readily  see  that  no  person  wants  to  employ  anyone,  unless  they 
will  work  and  do  what  is  right  More  is  expected  of  a  man  on  parole  than 
of  others.  He  is  watched  closer  and  justly  so.  Therefore  it  is  quite  an 
effort  to  find  place  after  place  for  such  persons.  They  come  to  us  strangers, 
and  Invariably  without  home  or  friends,  except  the  State.  It  is  impossible, 
in  every  case,  to  procure  a  home  or  even  a  position  for  them.  We  must  see 
the  man,  what  his  physical  condition  is  and  his  apparent  ability  to  do  this 
or  that  kind  of  work.  His  disposition  shows  itself  almost  upon  our  first 
conversation.  Then  the  question  comes,  who  should  be  asked  to  employ 
this  fellow,  and  where  is  he  to  room  and  board.    Few  employers  give  board. 

"The  prisoners  from  Pontiac  have  only  $5.00  and  one  suit  of  plothes,  which, 
if  he  is  to  work  in  it,  will  soon  be  so  that  he  is  ashamed  to  appear  in  any 
house  of  worship.  If  his  desire  to  do  so  is  thus  prevented,  it  is  perhaps  the 
beginning  of  a  new  acquaintance  with  evil.  How  many  working  clothes  can 
he  buy  with  $5.00,  and  pay  board  until  his  first  pay  day,  which  in  some  cases 
is  a  month,  and  nearly  always  two  weeks?  Will  they  be  trusted  for  this 
with  their  record?  In  many  cases  they  are  only  capable  of  filling  the  most 
menial  positions.  Consequently  it  takes  a  long  time  before  they  can  get  a 
good  supply  of  clothing,  and  established  in  a  good  home,  unless  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  a  place  where  room  and  board  is  given  with  the  work. 

"A  bond  of  sympathy  exists  between  ex-convicts  and  it  is  hard  to  keep 
them  apart.  They  help  each  other,  but  people  who  know  them  are  suspicious. 
The  gathering  of  two  or  three  of  them  sometimes  causes  their  arrest  on  sus- 
picion; their  absence  from  work  and  their  discharge  follows,  which  creates 
a  fear  of  being  returned  for  violation,  and  they  run  away.  Some  steal  from 
their  fellow  employ6s,  who  expect  to  reimburse  them,  which  can  not  be  done. 
Others  are  arrested  for  violations,  which  cause  a  fine,  which  if  not  paid, 
means  a  short  time  in  jail  or  the  house  of  correction.  To  return  a  man  for 
such  an  offense  would  be  more  of  a  crime  than  the  one  committed  by  him, 
even  if  it  may  be  a  technical  violation  of  his  parole  agreement.  Others  are 
tormented  by  those  whom  they  may  have  owed  some  money.  This  some- 
times causes  the  loss  of  their  positions.  Some  become  sick,  and  others  are 
sued  foi*  divorce.  In  some  cases,  a  convict's  punishment  is  harder  on  parole 
then  when  confined  in  the  penitentiary.  He  signs  an  agreement,  the  con- 
ditions of  which,  any  of  us  would  find  hard  to  perform.  When  we  considet 
the  temptations  which  confront  them  in  a  city  like  this,  I  am  surprised  that 
so  many  of  them  manage  to  get  a  final  discharge. 

"There  are  some  of  course  who  object  to  our  method  of  parole,  but  I  must 
say  that  on  the  whole,  giving  it  my  personal  attention,  there  are  many  men 
on  parole  through  this  oflftce,  who  sincerely  appreciate  what  the  State  is 
doing  for  them,  and  in  return  are  leading  exemplary  lives.  I  believe  it  is 
the  duty  of  every  state  who  releases  prisoners  on  parole  to  help  them  all 
that  is  possible.  It  is  easy  to  be  a  hard  task-master,  and  quite  a  hard  punish- 
ment for  a  person  to  live  with  such  for  one  year.  This  often  causes  viola- 
tions which  do  not  occur  by  our  methods. 

"When  confinement  following  conviction  is  for  reformation,  rather  tb^n 
cruel  treatment,  I  say  everyone  released  on  porole  or  by  final  discharge, 
should  be  given  a  working  suit  of  clothes,  shoes  and  underwear,  in  addition 
to  what  they  get  now.  Also  the  means  of  getting  board  for  at  least  two 
weeks,  and  this  should  apply  to  a  second  release  on  parole  as  well  as  the 
first.    Their  work  while  confined  should  be  used  to  make  such  provisions. 

"Some  will  violate,  no  matter  how  well  we  treat  them,  but  the  majority 
should  not  suffer  on  their  account.  I  have  had  six  returned  for  violations; 
have  attended  to  all  cases  in  court  mjrself,  heard  the  evidence,  and  considered 
it  just  to  cause  their  return,  because  their  actions  are  very  detrimental  to' 
those  who  will  do  right. 
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"An  employer  who  sees  that  we  look  after  these  fellows  will  still  give  others 
a  chance,  when  if  no  heed  was  given  their  conduct,  our  ability  to  find  work 
for  this  class  would  soon  terminate. 

"I  have  given  you  so  much  detail,  because  of  the  agitation  for  and  against 
the  indeterminate  sentence  act.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  thus 
instituted  by  Governor  Deneen  has  been  a  success,  but  would  be  more  suc- 
cessful when  someone  can  be  provided  to  visit' the  places  of  employment  and 
discover  whether  the  statements  made  in  the  parole  reports  are  correct. 

"Considerable  of  this  is  now  done  by  the  police,  who  do  it  conscientiously. 
But  the  very  fact  that  a  police  officer  is  looking  for  information  about  one's 
employes,  causes  somewhat  of  a  skepticism,  which  tends  to  injure  the 
chances  of  the  employ^  to  retain  his  position.  Inquiries  made  by  others  than 
the  police  do  not  cause  the  same  fear." 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  four 
State  free  employment  offices  for  the  year  ended  September  30,  1906:

The  efficiency  of  these  agents  of  the  State,  in  securing  positions  and 
thereby  assisting  people  of  all  classes  in  obtaining  employment,  can  be 
better  illustrated  by  showing  the  increased  results  of  each  office  for 
this  year  over  that  of  last  year. 
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The  three  offices  in  Chicago,  combined,  secured  for  applicants  32.23 
per  cent  more  positions  this  year  than  last;  the  north  side  office  in- 
creased 28.34  per  cent,  the  south  side  office  24.82  per  cent,  the  west  side 
office  34.35  per  cent,  the  Peoria  office  50.56  per  cent  This  increase  is 
indeed  very  gratifying  arid  shows  an  increasing  demand  from  employers 
calling  for  all  classes  of  help,  also  a  like  increase  in  the  number  of  em- 
ployes who  are  securing  positions,  both  employer  and  employe  being 
served  in  this  respect  without  cost  to  either  party.

Of  the  applications  of  those  registering  and  desirous  of  securing 
emplo3rment  73.10  per  cent  were  males  and  26.9  per  cent  females.  Of 
the  number  of  employers  seeking  help  69.08  per  cent  wanted  males  and 
30.92  per  cent  females.  The  last  two  columns  of  the  table  show  the 
work  of  each  of  the  four  offices  in  placing  applicants  for  employment 
in  positions  for  work.  The  west  side  office  shows  that  81.94  per  cent  of 
the  positions  secured  were  for  males,  the  Peoria  office  75.83  per  cent, 
the  south  side  office  72.74  per  cent  and  the  north  side  office  58.38  per 
cent. 

For  positions  secured  for  female  applicants  for  employment,  the 
north  side  office  shows  41.62  per  cent,  being  a  much  larger  proportion 
than  either  of  the  other  offices ;  the  West  Side  office  gives  the  lowest 
per  cent.  For  all  the  offices  the  proportion  of  positions  secured  was 
for  malJs,  73.52  per  cent;  for  females,  26.48  per  cent. 

Considering  the  applications  of  those  registering  for  employment, 
and  the  employers  calling  for  all  kinds  of  help,  the  following  table 
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of  percentages  shows  the  proportion  of  positions  secured  applicants 
for  employment,  and  the  same  for  help  furnished  to  employers:

Of  the  42,023  male  applicants  for  employment  93.81  per  cent  were 
sent  to  positions;  this  work  of  the  different  offices  ranges  from  91.56 
per  cent  at  the  West  Side  office  to  96.59  per  cent  at  the  North  Side 
office.  For  females:  of  the  15466  applicants  91.79  per  cent  were 
placed  in  positions;  as  to  the  accomplishment  by  the  different  offices 
the  range  was  from  81.70  per  cent  at  the  West  Side  office,  to  98.21 
J)et  cent  at  the  South  Side.  For  both  sexes  93.26  per  cent  were, secured 
positions. 

Observing  the  columns  of  percentages  of  help  furnished  to  the  em- 
ployers, it  will  be  seen  that  the  range  of  services  of  the  different  offices 
for  males  was  from  86.64  per  cent  at  the  Souht  Side  office  to  98.86 
per  cent  at  the  West  Side ;  for  the  four  offices  93.69  per  cent  of  the 
employers  applying  were  furnished  help.  In  this  respect  for  females 
the  percentages  range  much  lower;  however,  a  very  satisfactory  show 
ing;  the  lowest  per  cent  in  Chicago  being  69.38  at  the  South  Side,  to 
75.77  per  cent  at  the  West  Side,  while  the  Peoria  office  shows  89.39 
per  cent.  For  both  sexes  the  range  in  furnishing  help  was  from  81.14 
per  cent  at  the  South  Side  to  93.92  per  cent  at  the  Peoria  office,  and 
for  all  of  the  offices  88.03  P^^  cent.

The  foregoing  does  not  contain  the  work  of  the  Chicago  offices  oper- 
ated for  the  fractional  part  of  the  year  1899,  nor  for  that  of  the  Peoria 
office  for  three  months  in  the  year  1901.  * 

Reading  the  first  line  of  the  totals  of  the  table  it  is  found  that 
193,219  males  have  registered  during  the  seven  years  as  applicants  for 
employment,  and  that  during  the  same  period  184,285  employers  regis- 
tered as  wanting  help,  While  167,543  of  those  wanting  employment 
were  placed  in  positions.  The  two  last  columns  give  for  the  seven 
years  and  for  each  class,  the  percentages  of  the  applicants  for  em- 
ployment who  have  been  placed  in  positions,  and  of  the  employers 
who  have  secured  help.  From  the  totals  given  it  is  shown  that  86.71 
per  cent  secured  positions  and  90.92  per  cent  of  the  employers  ob 
tained  help.

Among  the  classes  of  occupations  here  shown  that  of  clerical  service 
shows  the  lowest  percentage  of  applicants  securing  employment,  yet 
the  highest  percentage  of  help  furnished  to  employers. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  large  percentages  of  positions  secured,  dur- 
ing the  series  of  years,  to  the  numbers  who  have  been  classed  under 
the  occupations  as  agricultural,  comprising  farm  hands,  gardeners, 
harvest  hands,  stock  men,  etc.  Domestic  service,  such  as  cooks,  house- 
men, porters,  etc.,  and  manual  labor,  which  includes  laborers  of  all 
kinds,  also  railroad  laborers;  these  three  classes  represent  63.5  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  seeking  work,  93.7  per  cent  of  whom  were 
given  employment.  A  similar  presentation  is  made  for  females,  anc) 
shown  in  five  separate  classes  and  a  miscellaneous  class:

The  total  number  o'f  female  applicants  for  employment  for  the 
seven  years  was  97,742;  employers,  115,041 ;  positions  secured,  90,778. 
Of  the  applicants  for  employment  92.88  per  cent  secured  places,  fiUmg 
78.91  per  cent  of  help  wanted.  The  class  shown  as  domestic  service 
which  embraces  20  or  more  different  occupations,  represents  88.2  per 
cent  of  all  the  applications  for  employment;  92.1  per  cent  secured 
places,  which  filled  77.59  per  cent  of  those  seeking  help. 

The  total  of  both  sexes  for  the  seven  years,  was  290,691  applicants 
for  employment  and  299,326  for  help;  while  258,321  were  placed  in 
positions.  Of  the  whole  number  of  applicants  for  employment  88.78 
per  cent  secured  positions,  thus  furnishing  86.31  per  cent  of  the  ap- 
plications for  help. 
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The  table  just  considered,  regarding  applications  for  employment 
has  been  summarized  to  show  the  total  for  each  year,  both  sexes,  and 
is  presented  in  Table  6,  which  follows :

Considered  by  years  it  will  be  seen  that  the  applications  of  males 
for  employment  has  icreased  more  than  30  per  cent  over  last  year, 
and  nearly  100  per  cent  over  the  year  1900.  The  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  females,  in  this  respect,  over  last  year  was  17  per  cent.  For  po- 
sitions secured  to  males,  the  increase  this  year  over  last  was  42.56  per 
cent;  for  females  18.7  per  cent;  for  both  sexes  35.4  per  cent. 
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The  increase  in  the  number  of  positions  secured  this  year  for  boAMIjp^ 
sexes  is  71.75  per  cent  more  than  for  the  year  1900.    A  similar  table 
is  shown  for  the  applications  for  help  for  seven  years :

Regarding  the  applications  for  male  help  this  year  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  number  is  almost  identical  with  the  number  seeking  employ- 
ment, and  is  also  over  151  per  cent  more  than  seven  years  ago.  For 
female  help  the  number  wanted  this  year  was  about  the  same  as  for 
the  year  1900.  The  number  of  both  sexes  for  whom  positions  were 
secured  was  71.75  per  cent  more  than  for  1900  and  33.44  per  cent  more 
than  the  greatest  number  of  any  previous  year.

Here  is  shown  in  four  classes  of  occupations  for  males  and  two  for 
females,  with  a  miscellaneous  class  in  each,  the  final  results  of  all  of 
the  c^Sces  in  supplying  the  wants  of  both  employe  and  emplo\-er,  with 
what  has  been  classed  as  unskilled  labor. 

It  is  freely  conceded  here  that  in  this  classification  many  of  the  in- 
dustries embraced  in  the  abridgment  might  well  be  included  as  skilled 
labor;  this  is  especially  true,  to  a  certain  degree,  as  to  domestic  sendee 
and  manual  labor,  in  both  of  which  it  is  often  found  that  persons 
seeking  such  emplo3rment  possess  aptness  and  ability  amounting  to 
expert  kowledge  in  many  branches  of  service  classed  under  these 
headings,  al  k)f  which  is  required  and  demanded  by  the  employer.  Of 
the  whole  number  of  males  applying  for  emploj-ment  it  is  found  that 
68.61  per  cent  was  for  domestic  service  and  manual  labor;  of  this 
number  94.1  per  cent  secured  positions.  For  employers  the  experience 
is  nearly  sinular,  72.15  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  wanted  this 
dass  of  help  and  89.16  per  cent  were  successfully  supplied.  Con- 
sidering females  in  domestic  service.  92.08  per  cent  of  the  applicants 
secured  positions,  furnishing  77.59  per  cent  of  employers  with  this 
dass  of  hdp.  Regarding  both  sexes  it  will  be  seen  that  90  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number  applying  for  employment  secured  positions,  thus 
affording  help  to  84  per  cent  of  the  employers.

'■  This  is  the  condensed  results  of  the  work  compassed  by  the  four 
offices  during  the  past  year.  Observing  these  percentages  for  both 
males  and  females,  for  whom  positions  were  secured,  should  satisfy 
the  public  generally  of  the  energetic  and  efficient  agency  of  these  offices 
in  procuring  employment  to  all  who  may  seek  this  aid  tendered  by  the 
State.  On  the  other  hand,  the  employer  has  in  like  manner  beeil 
benefited  in  securing  the  assitance  desired. 

Attention  is  directed  to  domestic  service.    There  were  16,297  appli- 
cations filed  by  employers  for  female  domestic  service,  this  is  86.5 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number  registered  for  all  industries.     Of  th« 
number  wanting  this  class  of  service  11,628,  or  71.35  per  cent,  were 
supplied. 

This  large  percentage  of  domestic  help  furnished  by  these  offices  ma}/ 
be  questioned  by  many  individual  matrons,  but  this  is  the  record  of  th« 
offices  and  can  be  easily  demonstrated.

Sis — Complying  with  lection  6  of  the  Act  of  the  General  ABsembly  creating 
the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offlces,  I  herewith  submit  the  eighth  annual 
report  of  the  business  of  the  South  Side  office  for  the  year  ended  September 
80,  1906,  together  with  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  office  for  the  same 
period. 

This  report  shows  an  increase  of  8,168  positions  secured  over  last  year;  it 
also  shows  many  more  mechanical  positions  secured,  namely,  98  carpoiten 
over  last  year,  and  twice  as  many  blacksmiths;  in  factory  hands,  352;  ma- 
chinists, 66;  housemen,  824;  teamsters,  171;  painters,  42;  and  clerks,  CSl 
This  reference  is  made  because  some  diiBsatisfled  persons  have  reported  ttat 
we  secured  only  the  most  menial  positions.  It  is  also  intended  to  call  atlfa- 
tion  to  the  increase  of  work  for  the  employte  of  this  office,  and  that  we  ait 
all  doing  more  than  is  welcome;  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  number  of  le^ 
sitions  to  be  given  out  in  this  kind  of  an  office,  and  unless  more  employes  caa 
be  provided  for  the  ensuing  year  at  increased  salaries,  it  may  be  that  mat 
year's  report  will  fall  short  of  this  one. 

Since  I  took  chi^rge  of  this  office  there  has  been  added  the  task  of  pamBag 
prisoners  from  the  various  penal  institutions  of  this  State,  finding  them  axt 
ployment,  and,  incidently,  homes,  caring  for  their  parole  reports,  also  13kdr 
behavior.  This  creates  here  a  department,  which,  in  addition  to  the  e&fiiiee- 
ment  of  law  against  licensed  agencies,  is  equally  important  with  the  police 
department,  if  not  greater,  because  its  morals  must  be  on  a  higher  plana 

In  order  to  successfully  handle  persons  on  parole,  their  conviction  was  not 
procured  without  expense,  their  reformation  must  necessarily  cost  somfih 
thing,  and  is  equally  essentiaL 

At  the  present  writing  I  have  paroled  from  Menard,  Randolph  comity. 
20  prisoners;  from  Joliet,  Will  county,  17;  from  the  State  Refonmbny, 
five;  and  on  account  of  the  publicity  given  the  problem,  I  am  coostaotiy 
confronted  with  the  work  of  finding  positions  for  many  discharged  pcBwnMS 
from  other  institutions,  both  in  and  out  of  the  State.  They  come  r^eant 
mended  by  almost  every  one,  who  may  make  it  their  vocation  to  sign  jftciAm 
for  such  persons.  Our  records  show  that  we  have  cared  for  in  this  manner 
a  total  of  67. 

Our  method  of  keeping  the  record  of  these  paroled  persons  has  been:  oam* 
mended  by  the  best  of  Judges,  being  men  of  well  known  and  practScai  eay 
perienoe.  The  press,  the  police,  and  the  general  public  are  invited  to  aoBuniim 
the  entire  method  as  established  in  this  office. 

I  am  officially  informed  that  the  police  records  of  this  city  show  a  ^oMok 
improvement  in  the  methods  followed  by  agents  of  private 
offices,  that  complaints  to  the  police  department  have  almost  ceased;  tte 
is  true  as  to  complaints  made  to  this  office.  Our  record  or  arrests 
ing  to  that  of  the  police  department  is  a  new  addition,  and  is  also  ooen  to 
inspection.
